THE GREAT DEAD. 


OTHER journals have done justice to the memorable achievements 
and Sterling character of the gallant soldier and gentleman who has 
just answered the last call. Here, however, we may pay a word of 
tribute to the -broad spirit and sense of brotherhood which happily 
inspired his relationship’ with our own community. The late Vield 
Marshal twice came into direct contact with the civilian Jewish popu- 
lation of this country, and on both occasions this took place in the 
Central Synagogue. At the end of the year 1902 he attended a 
military service there. He was at the time Commander-in-Chief of 
the British Army, and the compliment which he paid -to the Jewish 
troops lost none of its significance on that account. EARL ROBERTS 
was greatly impressed by the service, and in a letter which he wrote 
a little later he expressed his pleasure at his association with the 
Jewish soldiers, who, as he put it, share with the comrades of other 
creeds the spirit of loyalty and patriotism which is so conspicuous 
in our military forces.” His second visit to the synagogue, in the 
year 1905, was paid in order to unveil the Tablet in memory of Jews 
who fell in the Boer War. Upon that occasion, he delivered himself 
with the direct and soldierly simplicity and sincerity which were so 
characteristic of the man. © To a Commander-in-Chief,” he said, “all 
soldiers are the same, whatever may be their form of religion, and it 
is a great pleasure to‘me to be able to tell all of you present here 
to-day that no men fought better im South Africa than your 
coreligionists. These 116 Jews died in the performance of their 


‘duty, and lam confident that everyone of their brethren living under the 


protection of the British flag would willingly and cheerfully follow 
their exarnple, should their country have need of their services.”

How fully the tribute was justified is seen at this moment of national 
trial.

THE BOARD OF GUARDIANS’ APPEAL. 

WE ask the very earnest attention of all our readers to the appeal 
which the PRESIDENT of the Jewish Board of Guardians addresses 
to them in our columns this week on behalf of the Board. Mr. 
LEONARD L. COHEN is fully alive to the enormous demands made 


upon the community. But the times are abnormal and so assuredly 


must be the sacrifice. How entirely changed the demands are that 
fall upon us from those to which we have been accustomed in former 
years may be gauged by one touching sentence in Mr. COHEN'S letter. 
Many of the poor awd needy in our midst, he tells us, have, through 
no fault of their own, become, for the first time in their lives, 
recipients of charity. In these few words are embodied the most 
poignant of the tragedies of these sore days. “For the first ‘time” 
men and women have been brought to the bitterness of dependence. 
The life struggle, with all its dreams, has culminated in—charity ! 
Those of us who can still breast the waves are not likely to deny 
these sinking men a helping hand, even though the burden upon 
every one of us is heavy. The refugees have thrown immense 
obligations upon our community. But the Belgians are not the only 
persons whom the War has impoverished. 
War against War. 


THE load of duty towards the residents in this country still remains upon 
the Board—with the added penury that the War has wrought. 
To do this work the Board is our -recognised and trusty instru- 


‘ment: It manfully undertook, at the outset of the War, to take 


care of all Jewish aliens, so that they should not fall on the 


National Fund. This spirited offer it has continued to make good. It 


ve 


was a heroic attempt, but it was in accordance with the great Jewish 
tradition, and—these are heroic times. We desire earnestly to second 
Mr. COHEN’S appeal to the community to support the Board in the 
task which it has undertaken. Jews, with but few exceptions, are 
rising to the uttermost demands made upon them during this unpre- 
cedented crisis into which mankind has been plunged. 
fail to heed the cry of their own poor at their very doers. 


THE INTERNED. 


THE. question of the internment of Jewish “alien enemies,” 
which was discussed at Sunday’s meeting of the Board of 
Deputies, is undoubtedly a delicate and difficult one, and we do not 
blame the Board for approaching it in a cautious spirit. There is not 
the remotest desire on the part of the general community, and conse- 
quently there can be none«on the part of its representative body, to 
criticise narrowly or to prejudice the measures taken by the Govern- 
ment in the interests of the national defence. On the contrary, every 
Jew will ardently desire to aid and assist every measure which the 
authorities regard as imperative in the present grave crisis. But 
having said so much, we may reasonably ask whether there is nothing 
that the Board can do to mitigate some of the great load of sorrow 
which has fallen unavoidably upon many entirely innocent people, 
remembering, as we always should, that what is often at stake is not 
only the comfort of the interned but the livelihood of their dependents 
To Help the Government. 


AFTER all the Government, as Dr. DAICHES aptly pointed out, have 
expressed themselves desirous of weeding out those who are beyond 
suspicion from the general mass of prisoners. Cannot the Board 
offer their help in this sifting process? It is conceivable: that such 
assistance would be welcomed, and if accepted would prove of real 
value both to the Government and to the interned. Then, again, the 
friends of the interned men are liable to be bewildered by the difficul- 
ties which may confront them in seeking to help their relatives. We 
cannot see that any harm svould be done if the Solicitor and Secretary 
of the Board offered guidance, at all events in such cases as he 
deemed worthy of it. There may be other ways, in addition, in which 
the board could help-—we giadly recognise its services in connection 
with Rabbi TTEILPERN and with the question of kosher food for the 
interned. We hope, therefore, that this matter will be re-con- 
sidered. The Board can, without neglecting in the least its national 
duty, be the medium of many acts of kindness. Patriotism ought 
not to be found to be inconsistent with mercy, and even caution may 
sometimes be tempered by a modicum of courage.

‘FASTERN EUROPE AND WESTERN ASIA.’ 


THE most important matter raised at the méeting of the Board 
was embraced in the brief announcement of the President that the 
future of the Jews of Eastern Europe and Western Asia had not 
escaped the attention of the Conjoint Committee, and that when the 
War ends that Committee would not be found unprepared to take 
such steps in the cause of Jewish rights and interests as may be 
“necessary” and “advisable.” This is, to be sure, a statement of the 
greatest moment, and it is surprising that it passed without comment. 
The matters affecting Jews, which are to come up for discussion at 
the Peace,” are not ordinary questions. 
and historic character. “Ihe map of Jewry is to be re-shaped 
as surely as the map of Europe “and Asia in general. The 
whole fate of the Jewish people will. in fact, be at issue, and decisions 
will be taken which will profoundly affect the destiny of the race for 
good or for evil. That such an announcement as was made last 
Sunday should pass without the least indication of interest or anxiety 
is remarkable. We are, of course, glad to see that the Conjoint 
Committee is watching developments and making ready for what is 
coming. That is only to be expected from the public-spirited men 
who compose it. But there is an important consideration which 
has to be brought to mind. 

Wanted: A’ Real Conjoint Committee.

A. new situation in international politics affecting the Jewish people 
has now been created. It is one of portentous gravity. The problems 
that arise before us no longer concern a movement here or there ; they 
go down to the very roots of Jewish existence, and they involve, as 
we have said, the entire future of the race. Is it right or conceivable 
that the limited body which has hitherto championed Jewish interests 
should be left now with the sole responsibility so far as this country is 
concerned for decisions of tremendous consequence to the whole of 
our people? Surely, we need a much wider and more. repre- 
sentative organisation for the new tasks that confront us; if the 
feelings and the hopes of Jews are to be voiced adequately and 
fully. Take, for instance, the question of Palestine. After the 
lapse of centuries, the old Land of Promise may once more 
change hands. The whirligig of events may bring round some oppor-

We believe that 
there is, as a matter of fact, a sufficiency of mutual sym.- 
pathy on all important ‘questions to carry the whole community 
together far along the same road, and an anxious searcn 
for that path will reveal it, in the end, to those who will only 
appreciate what is the alternative to a really and truly representative 
Council. That alternative is this—that each section or faction will 
knock at the doors of the Foreign Office, to enforce its own ideas, 
thus neutralising one another, and irritating and alienating the 
Government. Surely it were far better that we should hammer out 
some common programme in the privacy of our own Council 
Chamber. or, at all events, attempt to do so. To this suggestion 
we ask practical and unpyejudiced consideration, so that, without 
delay, the community may prepare itself adequately for and face with 


courage and statesmanship the grave emergency that is soon about to

CONDITIONS IN RUSSIAN POLAND. 


Tue famous Danish critic, GEORG BRANDES, has found it 
necessary to publish a strong indictment of the cruel ill-treatment 
which the Jews are experiencing at this moment in Russian Poland. 
The statement which he makes as. to the sufferings of our 
coreligionists is of a character that indicates a widespread reign of 
terror culminating in pillage, rape, and murder-——even in the hanging 
of adults and children from the telegraph-poles. No manceuvre 
appears to be too fiendish, no crime too cruel, to employ against ther 
Jews who, if all that Dr. BRANDES writes be true, are experiencing 
just now the tortures of the damned. ‘he* famous writer is a 


responsible publicist. He has been distinguished in the past as thuch by

of ©German-Jewish prisoners 
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his love for Poland as by his indifference to his Jewish extraction. Itis 
not easy to believe that such a man has allowed himself to be employed 
for the purpose of fanning hatred against one of the combatants out 
of motives of what is known as patriotism. It is thus difficult to 
challenge his statement as untrustworthy, and it is a matter for grave 
consideration, therefore, whether the attention of the Russian authori- 
ties should not be called to a state of things which is a cruel and 
bitter mockery of the expressed spirit in which the Allies have 
embarked upon this War. If the present tumult is to be regarded as 
a foretaste of Polish autonomy, then no’ one can think without a 
shudder of the prospect that will be opened out for the Jews of the 
country. Is it too much to ask that the Russian Government, how- 
ever little it may care to angle for the sympathies of Western Europe, 
should, in sheer humanity, see to it that there is a pause in the 
mad career of anti-Jewish hate upon which the Poles seem to 
have set their hearts? That it should do so, apart from any 
such sentiment, the TSAR’S words announcing the  reconstitu- 
tion of Poland and its autonomy, form something like a 
comnrand. As to the Poles themselves, it is astonishing that 
in the words. of Dr. BRANDES, they, who are fighting for their 
liberty, can seize the present opportunity “to ill-treat the only people 
which (to its misfortune) is in their power, the only people that has 
suffered far more and twenty times as long as they themselves.” [f 
what Dr. BRANDES writes is truly said, a situation has arisen in the 
presence of which neither reascn nor humanity can hold its peace, 
and we must protest with all our might against cruelties which are as 
abominable an anachronism as they are a warning full of anxious 
ill-omen. 

IN THE PROVINCES. 

THE Glasgow Jewish Representative Council are to be com- 
mended for the energetic manner in which they appear to be carrying 
out their duties. From the Report which appears in our Provincial 
columns it will be seen that they have done excellent service in regard 
to Russian Jews who are without documentary evidence of their 
nationality. The Hon. Secretary (Mr. A. A. L. EASTERMAN) has 
obtained the acceptance by the Home Office in such cases of a sworn 
declaration of nationality in a form suggested by himself. This step 
has been of great utility to between 200 and 300 Jews in Glasgow, 
and the Council are to be congratulated on their timely action. The: 
same body have also succeeded in procuring the release of a number 
of war, but these have now been 
re-arrested. The Council are now seeking special consideration tor 
Jewish cases, and have resolved to communicate with other large Jewish’ 
centres with a view to a joint deputation to the Home Ofhce on the 
subject. The matter is, of course, a very delicate one and it is to be 
hoped that the movement will not proceed without the fullest con- 


sultation with the Board of Deputies whose accumulated experience 


must be of considerable value in such matters. 
National Relief Fund. 


ANOTHER question that is raised by the Conncil is the refusal to 
non-naturalised Jews of benefit from the National Kelief Il unds. 
This is a most unfortunate decision, even though it bears the 
cachet of the Local Government Board. By virtue of such disability 
a Kussian Jew-—-a member ofan allied State—who.1is brought low by 
the War, is denied assistance, while large sums are being raised to 
befriend the Belgian sufferers from the same cause. A corre- 
spondent in London calls attention to this matter in a letter 
we publish elsewhere. The decision of the Local Govern- 
ment Board may be good law, but it is illogical and 
savours of pedantry. Whether, however, the Council should, as 
suggested, recommend the local Jewish Council in connection with the 
relief funds to suspend operations and turn. its attention to Jewish 
needs only, is another matter. In London, the Jewish community-— 
t.c., the Board of Guardians—is looking after its own alien poor. 4Ve 
are glad to see that the Glasgow Council is communicating with the 
Board of Deputies on this and other questions, and we hope and 
believe that in whatever may be done the accepted’standard of Jewish 
public. spirit will be kept in view. It should be added that the 
Glasgow Jews are not the only provincial Jewish community to show 
a deep and practical interest in the problems arising out of the war. 
We note the excellent work that is being done, for instance, in 
Sheffield and other towns in the matter of helping the refugees. We 
trust that this work will expand—at an accelerated pace, for it is 
urgent.

That he has beerr 
spared to us so that we see him entering into his ‘septuagenarianism is a 
matter for almost individual joy of a personal kind to every man throughout 
the community he’has loved and served go well. A year or two ago his life 
was for a moment in. danger, and as the news flashed through the Press that 
“ Mr. Leopold” had been threatened with assassination, so deeply thankful 
was everyone that he had escaped the madman’s attack, that the vood news 
was not for a long while believed. People could not readily conceive that 
such good fortune as his life saved, when compared with his life gone, had 
been vouchsafed to them. Strangers who had never seen him and knew 
him only by what they knew of him, told of his escape with moistening eyes 
that came from the joy of deliverance from a great ealamity.

Sin, The Jewish Board of Guardians decided when the War broke 
out not to make any special appeal for funds at that juncture for reason 


which J] fully: explained at its emergency meeting. The time has now 
arrived, however. when our annual appeal for 
delayed, and I ask you once again to extend 
columns to its reception. | 

I am of course fully alive to the demands which have been made to 
meet the special needs arising from the War, and to the generous response 
which has been made by all classes of every creed. Owing to the influx of a 
large number of Jewish refugees from Belgium, on whose behalf the 
Temporary. Shelter has issned an appeal to meet the charge it has so 
nobly undertaken, and with which it has dealt with great energy and credit, 
our community has perhaps unduly felt. the calls made upon it. The 
immediate consequences may well be that old established charities among 
us will suffer, but I venture to urge that the Jewish Board of Guardians 
stands in a somewhat exceptional position in relation to the crisis which 
has arisen. 

In the first place ] think it has been generally acknowledged that the 
Board met the. requirements of a situation which arose with unexpected 
suddenness with courage and wisdom, 

The Board informed the Local Committee that it would relieve ail 
Jewish aliens, so that they should not become a charge on the National 
Relief Fund: and in coming to this decision, the Board not alone main- 
tained the traditions of our community that it would make itself responsible 
for its own poor, but it was able to utilise its machinery at once and to 
mobilise all its resources to meet the very heavy demands which rapidly 
arose in the first weeks of the War—demands which have only recently 
slightly abated. | 

Secondly, an annual appeal has become for us a prime necessity. Our 
regular subscription list is, for a charity of the magnitude of the Board, 
comparatively small in amount, but there is a very large number of donors 
who await the issue of the appeal, and some regulate the extent of their 
contributions by the urgency of the case which is put before them. 

Itis well known that business in the East End was completely dis- 
organised, and there has been no recovery in the cabinet and upholstery 
‘industries with their many ramifications, The coming winter will, there- 
fore, be an anxious time, and if the War is prolonged the special needs 
which the Board will have to meet will continue throughout its duration. 

We have not hesitated to spend all legacies which we have received, 
and we have had promised and sent to us_ spontaneously some special 
donations for which we are deeply grateful; further, in acknowledgment of 
the-services which the Board has rendered to the foreign Jewish population, 
the Joint Committee dealing with distressed foreigners has made a grant to 
our funds of £500. | 

I will not burden this letter with any details of figures of relief and 
expenditure ; these have been given in full at the monthly meetings of the 
Board. They will have clearly disclosed the difficult task it has had to 
cope with, to which the members of the Board, aided by the stall, have 
devoted themselves with unceasing energy. We ask the Jewish community, 
therefore, to supply us with the necessary funds to relieve the ee 
needy in our midst, many of whom, through no fault of their own, Have 


become, for the first time in their lives, recipients of charity.

GEORG BRANDES .ON ANTI-SEMITISM IN 
RUSSIAN POLAND. 


Dr. Georg Brandes has written a long article in which he sets forth details of 
the bitter hostility that is being shown at the present time by the anti-Semites 
in Russian Poland to the Jews in that country. He repeats in substance the many 
examples of ‘that hostility which almost week by week have appeared in the 
JEWISH CHRONICLE since the outbreak of the war. His statements of fact are 


prefaced by an introduction, in the course of which he says:—- ™~ 


I can truthfully say that for no other people have I felt the enthusiasm that I have 
felt for the Poles. T revealed this sentiment at a time when it was not popular and when 
it was shared by only very few. I gave expression to my feelings long ago, but made so 
little effort to draw the attention of the Poles to my writings about them, or to earn their 
thanks for them, that the Poles did not discover my book about them till ten years after 
it had appeared and had then. by chance. been translated into German. To write in 


Danish is as a rule to write in water. 


It would be very ungrateful on my part on this occasion, when I am obliged to address 
sharp words to the Poles, not to remember the indescribable affection and kindness they 
have showed me in Russian Poland, as well as in Austrian Poland. Among them I have 
found many staunch friends. For a long time, therefore, I refused to speak an unkind, 


not to say an offensive, word about them. As ‘far back as 1898 I refused so absolutely to 


make myself the advocate of the Ruthenians ‘against them that the: Ruthenian leaders 
became my bitter enemies who never became tired of attacking me, and I was as mute 
as a fish when Bjérnstjerne Bjérnson, not long before his death, at the request of the 
Ruthenians attacked the Poles, fortunately for them in so unreasonably exaggerated a 
manner that the attacks did no harm. It is, therefore, with no light heart that I write 


these lines.

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murdered the outrages were partly excused, or at any rate explained away, as the result of 
the almost incomprehensible ignorance of the peasants. Russia s most famous political 
economist, who at the same time is a great estate-owner, himself told me that one day he 
asked some of his peasants whether they really had participated in a pogrom which had 
taken place in the neighbouring parish. He could not believe they had done so, as from 
their appearance they seemed to be good-natured. To his astonishment they answered 
in the affirmative, and when he inquired the reason they answered: “ You know, it very 
well.” They then explained that they had killed the Jews because these had killed their 
Saviour. “But,” he replied, “ that was long ago, and it was not these Jews who committed 
the crime and it was not perpetrated in this country.” On hearing this remark the 
astonished persons asked: “Is it longago? We thought it was last week.” It appeared 
that they had understood from their priest that the crucifixion had taken place then and 
there. 

Under such conditions one cannot be surprised at any outrage. But to see the hatred 
of the Jews spreading in Russian Poland, where people can read and write, must 
justly fill one with wonder. 


Dr. Brandes then briefly sketches the history of the Jews in Poland from the 
time that Casimir the Great opened the country to them (in the 14th century) to 
the present day. Incidentally he remarks :— 


In the year 1860 the equality of the Jews with the Catholics in Warsaw was a reality: 
and when in February, 1861, in two great public thoroughfares in Warsaw the Russians 
shot at the kneeling masses who were singing the Polish National Anthem, the Jews felt 
impelled to manifest their national sentiments in an unmistakable manner. In a body 
they accompanied their rabbis into the Catholic churches in the same way that the 
Christians in a mass entered the synagogues to sing the same hymn. This incident, the 
processions of the two creeds into each other's churches singing the same hymn, made 
such an impression on Henrik Ibsen, the great Scandinavian poet, that again and again in 
his conversations he returned to it as being the greatest and most. beautiful occurrence of 
which he had ever known. And now in the whirlwind of madness which Nationalism has 
driven across Europe all this is lost; nay, from a religious reconciliation it has been turned 
into burning hatred between the races. 


Dr. Brandes then proceeds to give a variety of facts showing how badly th? 
Jews are treated by the Poles; and he concludes :— 


How can Russian Poles in the long run be unfaithful to the only Powers to whom 
they have been able to appeal ? How can they, whe are fighting for their liberty after so 
many years of ill-treatment, be willing to seize an opportunity of ill-treating the only 
people who (to its misfortune), is in their power, the only people who have suffered far 
more and twenty times as long as they themselves, and the only people which is too 
strong to be destroyed by any ill-treatment whatsoever. How can the Poles, who at times 
were ruined as a State through the treachery of their own men, desire to fling the accusa- 
tion of treason against a people which has never betrayed Hself, and which, even in its 
deepest misery, never betrayed the only Slav tribe which in the Middle Ages offered a 
refuge to its children. 

I suppose that the Poles will maintain, against this appeal to them, that I, whom the 
Ruthenians could never induce to cast any reproach upon or to attack them, because 
of my descent, am now speaking in favour of a cause which is very distasteful to them. 
My personal descent has so little influenced my action and mode of thought that during the 
whole of my public life I have been subjected to continual attacks in national Jewish 
periodicals and newspapers as the man who denied community of deseent and supposed 
community of faith. As recently as last Spring, during my stay in America, I was 
continually attacked in the American Jewish papers as the callous opponent of the- Jews. 
This is nonsense as is most of that whichappears in print, but it proves at least that it 
is not on account of my blood, but on account of my mind, that I speak on this 
occasion. My sympathy is not with the Jews as Jews, but as the oppressed and ill-treated. 

I am the man who a generation ago wrote: “ We love Poland not in the same way as 
we love Germany, or France, or England, but as we love liberty. For what is love for 
Poland but love for liberty, to feel a deep sympathy with the unfortunate, and to admire 
courage and combative enthusiasm. Poland is the symbol of all that which the supreme 
among mankind have loved and for which they have fought.” These were my words, and 
hitherto I have adhered to them. Shall I have to feel ashamed of having written them” 
now that Poland's future is being decided ? 


POLISH ANTI-SEMITES. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 


PETROGRAD. 
‘The great effort which Russia is now making for Poland is being utilised by 
the Liberals to effect a reconciliation between Poles and Jews and to banish anti- 
Semitisin as a “‘ German product.” The success of these endeavours, so far, has 
only been partial. The anti-Semites still persist in urging that the oppertunity 
should be utilised by the Poles to capture the commerce in the townlets in which 
the Germans destroyed the Jewish shops. Some even demand that the Jewish 
refugees from the towns occupied by the enemy shall not be allowed to enter 
Warsaw, the Jew-baiters having been especially “terrified” by the march to the > 
Polish capital of the entire Jewish community of Grodzinsk (consisting of a few 
thousand persons), which was totally ruined in the course of the recent battles. 
RESULTS OF THE AGITATION. | 

The results of the mischievous Polish anti-Semitic influence are widely felt in 
Poland and Galicia. The news which slowly transpires from the latter province 
shows that the Poles have succeeded in influencing sections of Cossacks against 
our brethren. In Russian Poland the Poles themselves settled their accounts with 
the Jews at Chelm, Lublin, and Siedlece, and even at- Warsaw, ill-treating many 
of them on the pretext that they were German agents (chiefly utilising the fact that 
Yiddish was so closely related to the German tongue that the invaders had found 
it convenient to address their questions to our coreligionists). In Galicia and 
Bukowina the Cossacks, prejudiced by the Polish agitation, behaved sternly 
towards Jews in many townlets, and at Toprovitz they tore up the Scrolls of the 
Law which the Jews had endeavoured to hide. | WG 


RUSSO-JEWISH PROBLEMS.

PETROGRAD. 


Commercial bodies are most anxious that the anti-Semitic restrictions in the 
schools shall be removed before the conclusion of peace, and the voices raised at 
the last meeting of the municipality of the typically “pure” Russian city Saratoff, 
and at a meeting of Moscow Zemstvo deputies, show that many a Russian will 
welcome the speedy abolition of the Pale. 

Although the question has not yet been decided by the Cabinet, it is con- 
fidently stated at the Ministry of Education that all Jewish students enrolled in 
the army will, at the end of the war, be re-admitted into the high schools without 
restrictions. A bad impression has, however, been created at Kishineff by the 
rejection of the petition of the Zemstvo that the son of Dr. Stern, a distinguished 
Jewish army doctor (now at the front), and also medical officer to the Zemstvo, 
should be allowed to enter the local foundation School irrespective of the 
percentage norm. 

At Kamenetz-Podolsk, the police averted an anti-Jewish riot, and at Kieff, in 


view of the disquieting rumours, the Governor announced that no rioting of any 
kind would be permitted. :

The appreciation and reminiscences of Mr. Arthur Cohen, which appeared in 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE of November 6th, told its readers a good deal about a 
remarkable and distinguished man. Mr. Cohen was, however, remarkable and 
distinguished enongh to justify me in asking the editor to print these additional 
lines, the more so as I have been allowed to read, and to quote from, certain

“So, too, in his written works, he spent hours in reading up his subject, and 


few people can have guessed what labour was involved in the preparation of his 
lectures on ‘The Capture of Private Property at Sea’ and ‘ The Declaration of 
London,’ or of his article on insurance in Lord Halsbury’s Encyclopaedia of Laws. 
For the purposes of the latter article he read practically all the known works of 
any value on the subject, and one would find pages and pages of these books 
struck through in pencil, and he would explain that these pages represented matter 
which was really irrelevant and ought to be included in treatises on other subjects 
than insurance. This was but an illustration of his practice of searching for the 
bedrock principles of his subject, and disregarding any matter which appeared to 
him to obscure these principles.” 


Mr. Cohen was all his life a sincere Liberal in politics, but it is probable that 


the qualities and temperament I have attempted to describe were not those which 
make most for success in the political life of the present day. 3 He did not like the

His 
attitude to the Jewish religion is less clear. As aman has every right to do, he 
kept his opinions on the most sacred matters very largely to himself. In the letter 
to Mr. Franklin, published in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of November 6th, he speaks 
of his “ deep interest in and sympathy with the Jewish faith.” That he felt these 
is undoubted, and with him “interest and sympathy " implied a good deal of study 
and reading. His mind was exceedingly reverential, and, without presuming to 
state more of his religious opinions, I would vet venture to say with some confi- 
dence that he was quite out of sympathy with any material explanation of nature 
and of man. The very fact of his “sympathy” for Judaism (note the extreme 
care and scrupulous honesty with which the words in the letter are chosen) shows, 
I think, that he inclined to that interpretation of the world which Judaism gives to 
it. Throughout his life his mind was constantly occupied ,with problems of 
philosophy and religion, as is shown by the way in which his special copies of the 
Bible; Marcus.

His tastes and habits were simple, whilst his bearing 
and manners were those of a ‘Grand Seigneur’ ; his extreme courtesy to all won 
the admiration of men and women in the most varied and most opposed classes of 
He had a beautiful voice and a fine selection of words, whilst his great literary 
ability was apparent even in his ordinary correspondence. The few letters that I 
possess from him, one written only in June last, bear the test of re-reading care. 
fully, and have a grace of diction which, in these days, is but seldom expended 
upon epistolary writing. He loved the study of mathematics, and when physically 
or mentally tired would often find refreshment in solving some very difficu’, 
problem. I can remember when upon some occasion a relative of mine tried to 
puzzle him by asking him a kind of mathematical riddle, supposed to be almos; 
unguessable. He gave the right answer afterafew minutes’ reflection, which seemed 
so extraordinary a performance that one of those present thought he must have 
But no, this was not the case; the brilliant 
mathematician had worked the problem out then and there. 

“Tn these few lines, I trust that I have given some picture of Arthur Cohen as 
he impressed me and others of my generation, without, of course, touching upon 
the services he rendered to his country or upon the high position that he held in 
the legal world. 

“Only a few weeks ago, another distinguished lawyer, the nonagenarian Earl of 
Halsbury, spoke to me of Mr. Cohen in terms of great admiration and regard. 

‘Arthur Cohen belonged to an age when fine manners wete much cultivated and 
appreciated, but his was not the courtesy of manners only; it was the outcome of 
a generous appreciation of others, and of the humility inherent in-those who cherish 
high ideals of life and conduct.” 

Lady Battersea does well to close upon the note of “high ideals of life and 
conduct.” For Mr. Cohen set these high ideals before him from the first, and 
through long and laborious years he never swerved from them unto the end. 


A TRIBUTE BY SIR FREDERICK POLLOCK — 


The Right Hon. Sir Frederick Pollock, Bart., sent to the Spectator. the 
following tribute to the late Mr. Arthur Cohen, K.C., and it was printed in our ‘ 
contemporary’s last issue :— | 

Mr. Arthur Cohen's death at a venerable age, after a year or two of graduaily 
failing health, which had not seriously impaired. his activity till within the last 
few months, deprives the English Bar, of a leader whose position was unique in 
our time. The reasons why Cohen never became a member of the Court of 
Appeal, the place for which learning and judicial temper most eminently 
fitted him, are partly obscure and wholly unsatisfactory. One of them is 
perhaps to be found’ in the fact that until quite lately we have had a 
suceession of Prime Ministers who neither knew nor cared anything about 
the law of England or its dignity. Certainly Cohen was never so much of a 
political partisan as to make it, from a professional point of view, unreasonable to 
expect that his merit would be recognised during a long tenure of power by his 
political opponents. The profession, however, knew better than those who control 
judicial appointments, and Cohen's reputation stands, and will continue to stand, 
far above those of many contemporaries and juniors who were more successful in 
attaining official distinction. One must go back for a parallel to names almost 
prehistoric to our younger lawyers. Cohen was the peer-of Serjeant Maynard 
and Plowden, or, in a branch of the law remote from his own, the great con- 
veyancers of the early nineteenth century, now remembered by a dwindling group 
of specialists in Lincoln’s Inn, and by a few scholarly masters in America. 

Not that Cohen was merely or even chiefly book-learned ; far from it. There 
was no man at the Bar whose judgment was sounder, or whose opinion was more 
highly respeeted on practical grounds. Mis work as counsel for Great Lritain in 
more than one great international arbitration case (largely-frustrated in one of 
them because this country’s judicial representative behaved more like an intem- 
perate advocate than an arbitrator), and in a quasi-judicial capacity as a member of 
Royal Commissions, was eminently that of a good man of business. 
never much of an author in the ordinary sense, having not much leisure 
and no strong literary vocation ; but whatever he did write bore the 
mark not only of a careful man who weighed his words, but of a scholar who 
knew how to choose them with the fitness which, excluding all artifices of style, is 
itself the best of styles for professional exposition. One minor judicial office came 
to him quite early in his career, that of Admiralty Judge of the Cinque Ports; he 
The Court is of great antiquity, with just enough business 
nowadays to keep it alive.

THE LATE PROFESSOR DR. JACOB BARTH. 


TRIBUTE BY DR. SAMUEL DAICHES. 

“TItisa terrible war! It is a horrible war!” exclaimed the Chancellor of- 
the Exchequer in-his great speech last Tuesday week. How terrible, how horrible 
this war is I realised more than at any time during the last three and a nalf months 
on the following morning when I read in the columns of the Jewish World of the 
demise of Professor Barth in Berlin and of the death of his «on on the battlefield. 
Never before have I experienced such torturing grief, such maddening agony as in 
the hour when I beheld the lines containing this tragic news. The day was for me 
a day of real mourning. I mourned for a great teacher, I mourned for a good 
young Jew, I mourned for our nation, and I mourned for humanity. I grasped to 
the full the meaning of the words which the great French General said to Mr. 
Lloyd George « “The man who is responsible for this war has the soul of a devil.” 


. The tragedy of the family of Barth is only one of thousands of similar tragedies 


which occur now in the whole of Europe and in several countries outside it. 
are struck.down on the fields of battle and parents die of broken hearts. 

Jacob Barth died of a broken heart, and he deserves that Jewry should mourn 
for him. Barth was one of the greatest scholars of his time. Theodor Néldeke — 
said more than once that Barth was the greatest living Arabist. Barth was also 
great in all other branches of Semitic philology. He was a grammatical genius. 
I remember Professor Friedrich Delitzsch once saying to us during an Assyrio-— 
logical lecture: “It is curious that one of the most important laws in Assyrian 
grammar was discovered by Professor Barth, who is not strictly an Assyriologist. And 
we call that law the ‘ Barthianlaw.’” And smilingly he added: ‘ You must expect 
such things from Barth.” Had Barth not been a Jew (or, perhaps, at least not such 
an orthodox Jew) he would have been ordinary Professor thirty years ago. But as 
things were he had to be satisfied with being an extraordinary Professor. And he 
was satisfied. What were honours for Barth where Judaism was concerned ? 
The University of Berlin felt itself guilty. Every one knew that in fact Barth was 
the first Professor in Semitics at the Berlin University. And the conferring of the 
title of “Geheimer Regierungsrat” upon Barth a few years ago was only a 
partial atonement offering for the sin committed by the Government against him 
in not making him an ordinary Professor.

OBITUARY. 


ANSELL.—-Mr. A. D. Ansell, Mexican Consul-General for Canada, died a 
Montreal on October 2ist. Mr. Ansell had lived in Montreal for twenty years 
He was born in London and educated in that city and at Frankfort-on-the 
Main. He went to Canada in 1866 and became one of the first promoters 
of trade between the Dominion and Mexico. He was appointed Mexican 
Consul to Canada in 1888. Mr. Ansell was a profound Jewish scholar, and was 
one of the founders of the Jewish Free Schools in Montreal. He was the first 
Chairman of the Jewish Colonisation Society in Canada, and was President of the 
Baron de Hirsch Institute for many years. Mr, Ansell was the author of ** Welding 
the Links of Union,” in which he unfolded a scheme of preference for the Britigh 

Empire, which was in all its details the plan afterwards adopted by the late Joseph 
Chamberlain. Besides this book, he was the author of “ Retrospective and 
Prospective Conservatism ” and “*‘ Politics as Viewed From the Fence.” A number 
of bequests in favour of London Jewish philanthropic institutions are made in the 
will of the late Mr. Ansell. Out of the estate of 40,000 dols. almost all is devoted 
to charitable institutions, Christian and Hebrew. His brother, Maurice Ansell, of 
London, receives a legacy of 2,500 dols., and his sister, Baroness Chazal, of 
Klorence, ltaly, receives 1,500 dols. Legacies varying from 1,000 to 250 dols. 
have been made to a dozen Jewish institutions in London.

The Internment of a Rabbi. | 

Matters arising out of the present war then came up for discussion, the 
PRESIDENT dealing first with the case ofan Austrian Rabbi who had been interned. 
Mr. Alexander explained that about a fortnight ago he had received a visit from 
Rabbi Dr. Schonfeld who called his attention to the fact that a Galician Rabbi 
Rabbi Heilpern, of. Gateshead, bad been arrested and interned While Dr. 
Schonfeld admitted that the question of the internment of Austrians who happened 
to be Jews was not a Jewish question in any shape or form, where the internment 
concerned a Kabbi as a Minister of religion the question was somewhat on a 
different footing. He putthe matter before the Law and Parhamentary Committee 
(which met at his house on the same day he had received Dr. Schonfeld there), 
and after very careful consideration the Committee arrived at the conclusion 
that it might-very well communicate with the Home Office expressing the 
hope. that a Rabbi, although of Austrian birth, should not, be kept in 
confinement unless there was something standing to the man’s. discredit. 
With regard to Rabbi Heilpern it was thought advisable before making 
representations on his behalf to ascertain if anything could be said against him 
Careful enquiries had been made locally with the result that the Board was able to 
make satisfactory representations to the Home Office, which resulted in the 
immediate release of Rabbi Hetlpern. (Cheers). : 

The SOLICITOR AND SECRETARY read a letter' from the Home Office in which 
the Board was asked to comrnunicate with that Department if it knew of any other 
rabbi or clergyman who was at present interned. It was further stated that it

I beg to 
express my gratitude and sincere thanks for your kindness. It may interest you to learn 
that all are very well treated there. Tam asked by my community to apply to you to 
extend your appeal to the Home Office for kindness to the remaining Austrian and 
Galician Jews who are detained in the same camp. All are fathers of families who remained 
without support; all are respectable people and have no sympathy with Austria. ..-. 


Supplying Kesher Food.

While it might be quite convenient for relatives resid:ng, say, 
in London, to visit the interned at Newbury, it might he almost impossible, 
especially for people of limited means, to visit them if they were transferred to a 
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camp ds far away as Liverpool. He asked the Board to consider the possibility of 
making arrangements to supply kosher food to Jews in the existing camps. : 

Mr. B. A. FERSHT agreed with the suggestion, adding that he had learnt that 
Col, Haines, of the Newbury Camp, would be willing to make the necessary 
arrangements for the Jews interned under his charge. 3

facts, the PRESIDENT said it was pleasing to note that the War Office had 
expressed their willingness to supply kosher food. 


Aliens of Dual Nationality. 


The SOLICITOR AND SECRETARY reported that representations had been 
made concerning the internment of Aliens having a dual nationality, +.¢., Jews of 
Polish origin, but who were Austrian by force of circumstances. — The authorities, 
proceeded Mr. Emanuel, were well aware of the difficulty these cases presented, 
and where such interned Aliens sought special consideration, he had no doubt that 
the authorities would pay all regard to the circumstances. 

Dr. DaIcuEs pleaded for a more sympathetic attitude by the Board and the 
community generally towards the whole internment question. He appreciated 
the fact that the matter was a very difficult and delicate one, but at the same time 
niaintained that the attitude of the community generally towards it was deplorable. 
The question of internment had been referred to in the House of Commons 
by Mr. Bonar Law, and he recalled that Mr. Asquith, the other . day, 
speaking on alien enemies, stated that it was desirable to intern alien residents 
on our shores, not. for the purpose of permanently imprisoning them, but for the 
purpose of sifting them and determining: who ought to be retained. Now he 
(Dr. Daiches) maintained that the community should face the question boldly, and 
endeavour to assist the Government in this process of “sifting.” Personally he 
held the frm conviction that no Jewish alien among us was an enemy of this 
country. Where there was the slightest suspicion on any Jew now interned, he 
would not bave the slightest consideration shown to such a person, but he con- 
tended that large numbers of innocent Jews were suffering untold hardships. It 
was on behalf of these Jews whose loyalty and devotion to this country were beyond 
question and doubt that he appealed to the community generally not to sit still and 
do nothing. Dr. Daiches also referred to the case of a student of Jews’ College 
who had been interned three days before he was to sit for his B.A. examination. 

Mr. Josuvua M. Levy strongly protested against the tenour of Dr. Daiches’s 
remarks, inasmuch as Dr. Daiches had tried to make out that the Jews as Jews 
were suffering from the present disabilities. The whole matter was a national and: 
not a Jewish question. (Hear, hear.) He was able to assure the Board that 
certain privileges had been extended to the interned Jews’ College student, who 
on account of his extreme rigidity tothe dietary laws had refused ‘to eat. 

Mr. A. ROSENTHAL said it seemed to him that the Board was afraid to take 
organised steps in favour of our coreligionists simply because it was felt that it 
might run. the risk of bringing suspicion upon the members. and the community 
generally. That was a wrong and cowardly attitude to adopt. (Cries of ‘‘ No.”) 

The PRESIDENT protested against Mr. Rosenthal’s observations, adding that 
after mature considertion it had been decided that it would not be right—and it 
would be contrary furthermore to the best interests of our community—that the 
Board should take any steps in regard to the measures which the Government had 
rightly taken to safeguard the country.. (Hear, hear), 


Belgian Refugees. 


The SOLICITOR AND SECRETARY read the text of the appeal issued by the 
ls;oard on behalf of the Jewish Belgian refugees. 

Mr. ERNST SCHIFF Said that the appeal had already met with a measure of 
success, and that several provincial communities were making preparations to 
receive some of the refugees in their midst while others had already done so, 


The Jews of Eastern Europe and Western Asia. 
The PRESIDENT made a statement concerning affairs in Eastern Europe and 


Western Asia. “The future of the Jewsin Eastern Europeand Western Asia,” he said, - 


‘has not escaped the atttention of the Conjoint Committee, and I think we can assure 
the Board and the community that the conclusion of the War will not find the 
Conjoint Committee unprepared to take such steps in the cause of Jewish rights 
and interests as may be necessary and advisable. 


The Discharge of sJewish Cabinet-makers. 


A report was read on the subject of the discharge of Jewish cabinet-makers 
at work on a Remount Camp (particulars of which appeared in a recent issue of 
the JEWISH CHRONICLE). It was reported that there was much conflicting 
evidence and it was decided to let the matter drop.

JEWISH RELIGIOUS EDUCATION BOARD. 


THE SAILORS' AND SOLDIERS' PRAYER BOOK. 


A meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on Monday at 
the Council Room of the Central Synagogue. There were present :—, 

Mr. A. E. FRANKLIN, President, in the Chair; Dayan L. Mendelsohn, the Reys. M, 
Adler, S. Levy and J. F. Stern, Mrs. A. E. Franklin, Miss M. Nathan, and Messrs. D. H, 
Aaron, J. Bernberg, M. Dupare, I. Goldston, M. Kaizer, J. M. Lissack, C. A. Mocatta, T, 
Meyer, A. Rubinstein, S. Sasserath, F. S. Spiers, J. Trenner and J. Victor, 


The PRESIDENT opened the proceedings with a reference to the loss sustained 
by the community in the death of the Rev. I. Samuel. Although not a member 
of the Board, he had for a great many years given his services as one of the 
examiners, in connection with their appeals, and in other directions. Mr. Franklin 
also referred to the death of Miss Clara Harris. 

The appointments were agreed to of the Rev, M. Braum, B.A., as Super. 
intendent of the Brick Lane Classes, of the Rev. B.. N. Michelson, B.A., to give 
instruction to Jewish pupils at the St. John Evangelist School, Red Lion Square, 
and of teachers at the Christian Street, Rochelle Street, and Berner Street Classes. 

The Board agreed to the following grants: Walthamstow Synagogue Classes, 
£20, payable in two instalments ; Upton Park Synagogue Classes, £10, provided a 
teacher approved by the Supervision Committee is appointed; and the Talmud 
Torah for Girls, £15. | | 


Religious Education in East and West Ham. 
, Ona recommendation to the Board . 

(a) To conduct an investigation with a view to ascertaining the actual number of 
jewish children in East Ham and West Ham at present without religious instruction, and 
}) to votea sum not exceeding £10 for the purpose, 

Dayan L. MENDELSOHN said that someone had stated that there were hundreds 
of Jewish children in the neighbourhood who were not receiving religious instruc- 
tion. With Mr. Leopold Frank he had obtained lists from several local! influential 
people, and other particulars. There was not the slightest doubt that there were 
some children who were not being taught, and it would be a good thing to conduct 
an investigation. At the same time he wished to say in reference to a statement 
reported in the Press, which seemed to imply that the local people were not able 
to cope with the difficulty, that the. local committee were quite capable and 
anxious to deal with the question, and if the grant were made for that purpose he 
was sure the wants would be met. | 

The Rev. J. F. STERN asked how the money was to be expended. 

Mr. I. GOLDSTON explained that the idea of the Supervision Committee was to 
appoint someone who would investigate the matter apart from anyone living in the 
disirict, where, they had been distinctly told, there was no one who could under- 
take the work. | | 

Messrs. C. A. MocaTTA and J. TRENNER questioned the wisdom of the 
investigation as, if additional religious instruction were found to be necessary, the 
Board would not be in a position to supply it. | 

Mr. M. DuPARC said it was the bounden duty of the people in the district if 
they wanted their children educated to supply the statistics. 

The Rev. M. ADLER said asimilar investigation had been carried out in con- 
nection with the Rochelle Street Classes, Shoreditch, where if they had waited for 
the parents and local effort they would not have established Classes. 

Mr. F. S. SpieKs thought the real facts about the district, which seemed. so 
far not available, should be obtained. 

The PRESIDENT said the investigation might result in welding the three 


existing bodies working in the neighbourhood, so that where now they were 


supporting three Classes they might in the end only have to support one and so 
effect economy. | | 

Dayan MENDELSOHN protested that it was not right for the Board to throw 
blame on the local people, who were doing a great deal. 

The first part of the recommendation on being put was agreed to; the second 
part was defeated. | | 

‘Prayers for Jewish Sailors and Soldiers.’’ 

The PRESIDENT said that wher on September 4th the Rev. M. Adler (who 
besides being Jewish Chaplain to the Forces was Chairman of the Committee which. 
had revised the recent edition of the Prayer Book) wrote to him in regard to making 
use of Singer's Prayer Book for a book to be issued to Jewish members of the navy 
and army, he had thought it his duty to undertake the responsibility of acting at 
once. They obtained some assistance from his (Mr. Franklin's) son in connection 
with the methods of publishing, and entered into a contract with Messrs. Eyre and 
Spottiswoode for the first two editions of 2,500 each, which cost £105. He wanted 
the Board to authorise a further edition and to place on record its appreciation of 
the manner in which the Rev. M. Adler had compiled the book, seen it through the 
press, and arranged for its distribution. | 

The Rev. M. ADLER said that when the War broke out a member of the 
Board who was now on active service, Major J. Waley Cohen, asked him for some 
suitable extracts from Singer's Prayer Book to carry with him on duty. He had 
replied that it would be best to compile a special book of a convenient size to be 
placed in the coat pocket. He approached Mr. Franklin, who gave him instruc- — 
tions to go ahead with the book. The Chief Rabbi looked it through and made 

| The Chaplain-General 
took a great interest in the publication. He had received a letter from a 
soldier that morning saying the books were being distributed to men 
actually in the firing line. He had heard a few weeks ago that of 
the 5,000 printed only 436 copies were left, and he was expecting a big 
order from Canada and Australia, as he had suggested to his colleagues there that 
the book would suit their needs. Whatever trouble he had in preparing the book 
was amply compensated by the wonderful letters he received from soldiers, thank- 
ing him for the book. The preparation of some Passover literature for the 
soldiers, said Mr. Adler in conclusion, was being considered. | 

The Board confirmed the arrangements made by the President for the printing 
of the first 5,000; authorised a further edition of 2,500, and more copies as the 
orders came from the War Office; and passed a vote of thanks to Mr. Adler, as 
well as one to Mr. Wells, the head of Messrs, Eyre and Spottiswoode’s printing 
department, for his assistance. | : 

Miscellaneous. 


A vote of thanks was passed to the Superintendent and teachers of those Classes 
which re-assembled before the termination of the summer holiday. 
In view of the fact that the Council Schools now close at 4 p.m., it was agreed 
to authorise the Board's classes to commence half an hour earlier on week evenings. 
_A communication was read from the Secretary of Jews’ College in reply to a 
letter from the Board which had suggested among other things that th* ~i7dle 
grade examination for teachers be divided into two parts.

LETTERS FROM JEWISH SOLDIERS. 
From Quartermaster-Sergt. THOMPSON. 


The following letter from Belgium, dated November 7th, addressed to 
the Editor, has reached us. It is from Quartermaster-Sergt. Charles Thomp- 
son, B.C.H., 3e Lanciers, le Div. L'Armée de Belge.” Sergt. 
Thompson, it will be remembered, was in the siege of Antwerp. “I have a few 
moments to spare,” he writes, ‘‘so I thought I would write these few lines, and 
let you know Iam well and safe. We have just returned from the Nieuport dis- 
trict, after having been in the saddle for nearly two days and nights. I haven't 
had my clothes off for nearly ten days, It’s been nothing but trenches and 
saddle, and get your food and sleep when and where you can, so you can 
imagine I feel pretty tired—still I'm not complaining. I feel quite happy and 
contented, and am not in the least sorry I am on active service, I quite 
understand that I came out to fight, and not for a holiday. I feel proud 


to be able to fight side by side with the brave little Belgians who 
know not what fear or death means, Whilst riding towards Nieuport, the 


sights I saw made me feel sick. The dead (Belgians and Germans) were lying 
piled up five and six deep, and the stench was something awful, the trenches in 
many cases having been utilised as graves. .The general situation here, from 
what I can gather, is good; the French and Belgian troops have pushed the 
enemy well out of Nieuport dnd itis stillalong way to Dunkerque and Calais. 1 
have just received orders to take a party of men to———~—— and examine some 
farm houses there, as they are suspected of concealing some German troops, 
so you will pardon me for drawing this epistle to a close. My reyards to the staff

Well in that case it is to be 
seen that it would he no use applying to my company officer for the Prayer Book, 
sO am writing to you as per instructions, though I might say my company lost every 
officer on the 20th September at the operations on the River Aisne, where our 
reyiment forming part of. the 18th Infantry Brigade did some good work and got 
comphmented by General French the following day, as it was the first time on 
active service for the majority of us. Well, I may tell you, my dear Sir, that Iam

really glad although wounded, to get back in old England, for this war is so terrible. 


There is so much carnage going on day and night continuously, tor we are evidently 
fighting a nation who, I am sure, know a great deal about artillery fire and how 
to make its shells take effect. For instance, the majority of those, including 
myself, that were admitted to this hospital, have gunshot wounds. Ihave just’ 
undergone an operation successfully, and had two large pieces of shrapnel extracted 
from my back. Am getting on very well now, and hope to be well by Christmas

SOME IMPRESSIONS IN RUSSIA. 
SAD RESULTS OF THE WAR. 

The following is the translation: of a communication by L. 
Minsk, which appeared in a recent issue of the Razsviet: : 

You may meet them in the street now, for some have managed to recover from 
their wounds. Pale and weak, they walk quietly along the streets, the arm of one 
in a sling, the head of another bandaged, and the public follows them with sympa- 
thetic looks. Among the woundeil are Jews from the Midland Governments who 
thirst for a word {rom their fellow men, who long to exchange impressions. 

“] say,” a-ked one of the wounded whose head was bandaged, “ which is the 
nearest synagogue abouthere’ JI have to say Waddish. A month ago my mother 
died and I promised to pray for her soul until a year is over.” 

I entered into conversation with him, and when I led him to the synagogue, 
his face brightened. 

“1 fought in the Japanese War,” he began, “and received the ‘ George ' Order. 
At the end of the War, I settled in Voromz. -My grandfather was a soldier of 
Nikolail., from whom I gained the right to reside outside the Pale. For ten 
years following the War I worked hard, saved a little money, and married. We 

lived very happily ; but our happiness was clouded, for my dear old mother died. 
Just about this time my wife gave birth to a daughter, and I was happy again. 
Suddenly the War broke ont. 

‘One thought torments me,” he remarked rather sadly, ‘that I often cannot 
fulfil the wish of my late mother, which was to say Kaddish three times a day. 
That worries me.” | 

Are you in the hospital here ?I asked. . . 

“Yes! Up till now, I have been in the Jewish Hospital, but have had to make 
room for those who need it more.” , 

Where are you at present ? 

‘““With the Jews here, who are very kind, and receive us very hospitably.” 

Who are these’good people? I asked. 

“Your cabmen. They have hired a house for our use, give us milk and 
provide us with hot dinners, They even promised to arrange special services for 
us during the holy days.” , | 

Indeed we must give credit to the poorer classes for the whole-hearted devotion 
with which they organised help for the wounded... 

I afterwards had a conversation with a cabman from which I gathered that 
they had formed a society to collect funds for the benefit of those wounded. who 
have no friends or relatives. * 

‘Near the station I saw a few old Jewish women who had hired a stall close by. 
There they boil milk. When the wounded are brought to them they stop the 
motorcars, tramways, and stretchers and offer the first aid in their power—hot 
milk. I questioned one of these women as to the means which enable them to do 
this work. She seemed to be offended at my question and answered proudly :— 

“By our own means. Somewhere else,” she said, “ our sons are also fed.” 

All these poor women, who bave hardly enough to live on, would give their 
last coin to quench the thirst of these wounded. It is remarkable that they are all 
women—mothers,.of Minsk reservists who have gone to the War. 

Looking at them my heart was filled with pride; poor Jewish women standing 
day and night at their post of mercy; Jewish cabmen collecting for the wounded 
and not worrying about having nothing to eat themselves, but only how to accom- 
modate their fellow-coreligionists with a “minyan.’’ What beauty, what strength, 
there is in all this!

Shylock a l’Americain. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE : 
WITH MR. HERMAN SHEFFAUER. 


HILE the contending nations in Europe are battling hard for 
supremacy and ultimately deciding their fate by blood and fire, 
there is now being waged in America ano less bitter conflict 

between the Jew and his environment. There, over the vast 
Atlantic, the New World, with its teeming millions of alien congeries, is 


sending up the smoke of racial war from its martial cauldron. The seething 
humanities, diversified by strange creeds, 
customs, ideals and ambitions, are embroiled 
in irreconcilable, mutual rivalries, and refuse 
to hush their unconquerable, vehement hatreds 
into silence. Nay, they are aggressively 
averse to being boiled down in the crucible. 
Especially is this the case with the Jew, who 
stands like a “rock”’ amidst the battering, 
crashing waves, and changeth not, as Mr. 
Herman’ Sheffauer, the author of the “ New 
Shylock,” characteristically remarked to our 
representative the other day, in response toa 
request for an “interview” for the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE. 

- The author's broad outlook and wide sym- 
pathies are no doubt in some way due to the fact 

that he looks out from a window in his house 
_ which is loftily situated in Jackson's Lane, High- 
gate. From there one has glimpses of vast 
. expanses of sky, far stretches of horizon, and 
there one breathes the pure clean air of sublimity. | | 

I see, Mr. Sheffauer, that you have been accused of being a Jew by some 
papers. Is this a fact ’ 

‘“*Not guilty.’ The truth is I was brought up as a Roman Catholic in 
California, where I was born. But I am no Jonger a member of that faith; I 
belong to the wider church—the Church of Humanity.” ; | 

Then what prompted you to write a specifically Jewish play? And how do 
you come to possess such an intimate knowledge of matters Jewish, a keen under- 
standing of Jewish psychology, the problems of the race, its mental agonies and 
perplexities ? 

“Well, it came about in this way. As a boy I went to a school in San 
Francisco which was largely attended by the children of the wealthy Jewish 
classes. The atmosphere grew on me, and in my later years, when I went 
further east, to New York, | practically lived in the Ghetto all my life, where I 
made many Jewish friends. I knew Mr. David Belasco, Dr. Felix Adler, Dr. 
Franklin, and several young Jewish poets. It was there that 1 found my materials 
and my types, for all my characters are drawn from life; the Jewish pawnbroker 
in my play had its prototype in an intimate friend of mine. 

‘For many years I was an-active worker in the social and literary clubs of the 
numerous settlement houses—those islands of American ideals in an ocean of 
Jewish life. I account it as a rare privilege and an interesting experience that 4 
was permitted to act as the “director” of such aclub. My young men, nearly all 
of them the sons of Russian or Rumanian immigrants, were the first links in the 
They were well aware that life was 
one constant struggle for power, and that education, cleverness, and tenacity were 
necessary in order that they might reach the peaks of monetary success. They 
knew that in the new land the old customs and beliefs of jtheir fathers hampered 
them. They scented that subtle and very obvious anti-Semitism from which 
America has never rid herself. But they knew likewise that power was theirs, that 
it lay in their numbers, in their cohesion, and in the superior tenacity, ambition 
and industry they displayed in competition with the American. That the American 
Jew has already won a dominant position, and that he is well fitted to retain it, is 
apparent to all who study the forces operating in the New World.” 

So the American Jew has played some considerable part in the development 
of America? 

‘““T should say so. Were it not for the strong and idealistic Jewish strain, 
Polish or Russian, the art and literature of the United States would present a still 
drearier aspect and flow ata still lower ebb. In music the Jewish American 
reigns almost supreme. Many of the foremost writers, the poets in particular, are 
of Jewish descent. The most gifted and temperamental actors and actresses are 
Jewish by birth. In intellectual fields the American Jew occupies a lofty position: 
he has also distinguished himself at the Bar. The Jewish philanthropists of 
America, foreign or native born, are of the noblest, most humanitarian stamp. 
As a political factor the Jewish citizen is at present more or less negligible, but he 
begins to realise, as the Irish long ago realised, what power there lies in organisa- 
tion. Power! Power! that is the loudest cry of the disinherited tribes of Israel in 
that new world beyond the sea. This cry for power, this desire for self-realisation, 
rises in a wailing chorus of thousands of voices.singing the Zionist hymn as the sad, 
slow processions march through the congested Ghetto streets.” 

And does not this striving for position and wealth, or power, as you describe 
it, call forth anti-Semitism ? | 

Certainly! The Jew’ssuccess has only added fresh rancour to the growing feeling 
of anti-Semitism, a feeling which, though intense, is not always apparent on the 
surface of communities in which Jewish interests and Christian are so closely 
involved with one another. But this blind opposition and hostility will only forge 
the American Jew into more tempered metal; it will merely produce in him a 
fiercer determination to attain his goal.’’ 

So your object, then, in writing “ The New Shylock,’’ was to show that the 
Jew also had a case? 

“Presumably. For along time I thought that ‘Shakespeare's Shylock was 
the strongest character in the play, and therefore the best,’ as Simon Ehrlich, the 
hero pawnbroker, says in my play (the rest of the characters in the bard’s work are 
all scoundrels). It is not the Jew that is Shylock, but rather the Christian 
American. Uncle Sam is too much bent on worshipping the almighty dollar; 
only the Jew remains steadfast to his Jehovah. But the Jew’s combativeness for 
his faith and his race is only maintained by the older generation, The younger 
people present quite a different spectacle. And it is this clash between the two 
ranks within the camp of Israel, this civil war between the young and the old. the 
misunderstandings and driftings due to change of environment, education culture 
and circumstances, and the war upon the race by the Philistinism from without, 
that I wanted to emphasise in my stage production. America, more than any other 
country, presents the tragedy of the collapse of the Jewish family to the full. As 
long as it remains in Eastern Europe ‘cribbed, cabined and confined’ in a narrow 
Pale, harassed by oppressive, legislative laws,;and compelled by external forces to 
live its own, true inner life within, the solidarity of the Jewish family is maintained 
But in America, disintegrating and corrupting influences set in, which are bad for 
the young Jew both spiritually and morally. He wants to outdo Sam. - He adds 
dollar to dollar and cent to cent, and barters his soul away in the process,”

Then if Jewish life is being demoralised in America, how does the Jew remain 
“the rock,” as you say in your play ? 

“Well, the Atlantic tide is restless, It constantly washes ashore waves upon 
waves of foreign, Jewish immigrants, who faithfully preserve in their unwalled 
ghetto the life they lived ‘at home’ in Russia or Rumania. The young, of 
course, cease going to synagogue, laying phylacteries, eating kosher, and inter- 
marriage with the Gentiles is not uncommon, which fact I have made the pivot of 
my work.” 

But you demolish your thesis in the last act by giving us the conventional, 
happy conclusion. 

“No, my whole play is an attack on the conventional way of treating the 
subject. I make Simon, the poor Jewish pawnbroker, a saint, and financier 
Scribner, the Christian Shylock, the real sinner. Further, Scribner's son. 
Leonard, who is in love with Simon's daughter, actually offers to become a Jew, 
‘to eat matzos on the Passover and fast on the Day of Atonement.’ Now this is 
quite a unique offer on the modern stage. Should I have given an unhappy ending 
to my play the critics would have said that I had forced a tragedy.” 

Is this your only Jewish play, Mr. Sheffauer? a 

“The only one that has been produced. But I am working on a play of much 
greater significance for the Jew. It will deal with an old legendary theme, ‘ The 
Wandering Jew,’ a play in prose and verse, and I hope that this work will be more 
truly representative of me. I am already negotiating for its production abroad.” 

Then you are not for the extinction of Judaism ? 

“Far from that. Though there are many corroding influences at. work in 
America, I should suggest that the Jews should strive to secure some political 
power. In short, they must get a territory—and now is the time.” 

But where ? 

“Anywhere. Though if your people could rebuild Zion again in ancient 
Judea it would be a fine noble thing, The idea is very entrancing. Why should 
not the Jews, like the other smaller nationalities, the Poles, the Finns, and the 
Irish, come into their own? Iam looking forward with sure hope that after this 
terrible butchery in Europe has ended a new people will arise that will beckon 
humanity on to worthier things. No more will the nations sell their souis to Satan 
to be ground down by steam, electricity, machinery, factories, business, War and 
Mammon. And not the least part in this new world drama will Israel play.” 


Here I left him, writes our representative, and while walking down the steep 
road of Highgate Hill, I felt thata new prophet had come again to Babylon to preach 
the gospel of spiritual good not only to the Hebrews but also to the Gentiles. 


THE LIFE-BOAT SERVICE. 


To THE Epiror.—From His Grace the DUKE of NORTHUMBERLAND, 


K.G., President Royal National Life-Boat Institution, 22, Charing Cross 


Road, London, W.C. | 


S1R,—Owing to the inevitable absorption of public interest in the war and in 
the numerous funds which have been started in connection with it, a great national 


service, of which the country has good reason to be proud, is faced with a very 
serious loss of revenue at a time when war conditions have actually thrown upon 


the Royal National Life-Boat Institution new burdens and responsibilities. 
Fhe general withdrawal of the coast guards, the extinction of lights and 


beacons, the removal of buoys and the presence, in many unascertained spots, of 
floating mines, have greatly increased the dangers to shipping and added fresh 


risks to the hazardous work which our Life-Boatmen are ever ready to face in the 
execution of their humane task. 


The services rendered in connection with the wreck of the hospital ship 


‘“Rohilla” have added another splendid page to the annals of heroism and 
humanity which make up the story of the Life-Boat during the ninety years 
since the foundation of the Institution. Altogether seven Life-Boats were concerned 
in the work of rescue, viz., “ Whitby ” Nos. 1 and 2, ‘ Upgang,” ‘* Tynemouth” 
(motor), “ Scarborough,” “ Robin Hood's Bay ” and ‘* Teesmouth ” (motor), and it 
would be difficult to distinguish among the seven crews in the matter of courage and 
good will. But it fell to the " Whitby ” No. 2 Life-Boat to save thirty-five lives in

two trips on the 30th October, the Boat being so much battered in the course of her 


efforts that she has been rendered useless; while the ‘“‘ Tynemouth” Motor Life-Boat, 
battling her way a distance of forty-four miles through the night and storm of the 
31st October to the lst November, sived the fifty poor souls who had remained 
fifty hours on the wreck, in circumstances of the utmost difficulty and danger. 
Meanwhile, gallant work was done during the same gale by the Peterhead Life- 
Boats, one of which saved twenty-one lives in connection with the wreck of the 
S, Ss. “Blanka” on the 29th ultimo, and both of which made gallant efforts to 
save the crew of the S. S. “ Torgrim” on the 3lst October; and the Life-Boats at 
Portrush, Greencastle, Spurn, Gorleston, Polkerris, and St. Andrews were all 
concerned in similar work off their respective parts of the coast. 

Nor must it be forgotten that the L'fe-Boats have been frequently called out 
to the assistance of H.M. ships or seaplanes since the outbreak of war. , 

- At atime when the nation has daily to deplore the Joss, on the field of honour, 
of gallant men fighting heroically for a geeat cause, the Committee of Management 
feel sure that the country will not forget those equally brave men who are prepared, 
day and night, in war no less than in peace, to face another enemy—the angry 
elements—in defence of the lives of their fellow-men in peril on the sea; and | 
confidently appeal to the public generously to support a Charity which provides 
and administers the Life-Boat Service of the United Kingdom and is thus the 
means of maintaining, among our maritime population, the qualities of courage, 
endurance, and humanity, which are among the best and most cherished character- 
istics of our race. |

KEEP SMILING 


WHEN THE RE IS SOMETHING TO SMILE AT! 

As a general rule, caricaturing our enemies and endeavouring to make them 
appear grotesque and absurd produces neither an amusing publication nor one 
which any sensible man can view withanvthing approaching approval. An instance 
of this is the Punch Anntal, which is, perhaps, one of the saddest issues that our 
contemporary has ever published. Saddest because it exhibits a miserable and 
wretched feeling so different from the high ideals, the humour, wit, brilliancy, 
English fairness, and English ‘“ gentlemanliness” which for so many years have 
distinguished our foremost comic paper. We need scarcely say we feel no sort of 
amiability towards the Kaiser; far to the contrary. We feel that even in addition 
to his being the enemy of this country, the course which Germany took prior to 
the declaration of War, and the manner in which she has conducted it, for all of 


which the. Kaiser is responsible, has been wicked and wrong, ill-conceived and 


contemptible. It is because of this feeling that we regret such a publication as 
that of the Punch Annual. For the natural result upon most people who see it 


will be, if not to feel some sympathy with the Kaiser because of the gross attack 


made upon him, at least to have their minds diverted from the. highes question 
which divides this country from his. 


Mr. Walter Emanuel’s Contribution. 


We headed the last note as we did because the writer of the Punch. 


“Charivari,” always one of its excellent features, has published a little book, 
which he has called Keep Smiling ” or ‘“* More News by Liarless,” and it Occurred 
to us that his apt title was a warning to Punch Annual as to what such a 
publication should be. Mr. Emanuel’s book is free, it must’ be conceded, from 
some of the worst features that spoil the Punch Annual. Itis in no way vulgar, 
and in some parts it is witty. It at least is a fair skit upon the reports with which 
the German public is fed concerning England, as, indeed, the English public is 
fed concerning Germany. For we fear that in this respect the Germans are not 
more ill-fed than are the people of this country. Indeed, considering the obvious 
untruths that are told on all sides concerning the War, there is some point in the 
observation we heard made a day or two ago that it is quite possible that history 
will denominate the War asthe War ofthe All-lies. We understand ‘that Mr. 
Walter Emanuel’s book, the illustrations of which, by Mr. John Hassall, are 
extremely good, has already had avery large demand. It is published by Eveleigh 
Nash at the modest price of 6d., for which nobody can possibly expect to purchase

A Sermon for the Week. 


[Specially Written for the CHRONICLE. ] 
THE PSALMIST’S HATRED OF EVIL-DOERS. 


"Of Thy mercy cut off mine encnties, and destroy all them that afflict my 
soul.’ —Psaim cxliti., 12. 


This is one of many passages in the Psalms in which David vents hiS 
anger against evil-doers. In Psalms like the 69th and 109th, his indignation 
is more outspoken still, and expresses itself in passionate imprecations of his 
enemies. What jadgment are we to pass on such utterances (and upon such 
Psalms asthe 83rd and 137th! in the present day? Shall we deny to them 
the quality of inspiration which we so readily accord to other portions of the 
Psalter? By both Jews and non-Jews they have often been condemned. 
The “Jewish Encyclopedia,” writing from a critical standpoint, does not 
hesitate to call them " fanatical.’ The Christian view, even wHen uncritical, 
is frequently no less disparaging. Such words, it is said, were excusable in 
David, who lived under the Old Dispensation, which taught a man to hate 
his enemies; but to Christians a mew and higher law has been vouchsafed: 
** Love your enemies, bless them that curse you, and do good to those who 
despitefully use you”; and whether the Synagogue continues to employ 
them or no, these Imprecatory Psalms have no proper place in the public 
worship of the Church, for they express and foster a spirit of vindictiveness. 
With the argument as thus formulated we are not much concerned, except 
to point out, firstly, that the Old Law enjoined a man not to hate his enemy, 
out to befriend him, nof to avenge or beara gtudge; and, secondly, that 
the Gospels are far from exhibiting the spirit of the Sermon on the Mount ; 
the recorded utterances of Jesus abound in denunciations of enemies and 
sinners no less formidable than those in the Psalms. | In this uncompromis- 
ing attitude to the ungodly, if in nothing else, the Old and the New Law 


must stand or fall together. 
David’s Clemency to his Enemies: 


Traditionally, most of these Imprecatory Psalms are ascribed 
o T¥avid. But that they are not the utterances of a vindictive 
character David’s  life-story abundantly. proves. He is one of the 
most chivalrous of natures. Never does he avenge himself’ with his own 


hand. Twice he has Saul in his power,once in the cave at Engedi, once in 
the camp at Haclulah; and both times he nobly refuses to use his oppor- 
tunity. Even on the second occasion, when Saul had returned his magnan- 
imity with treachery and he is sorely tempted by Abishai to put it out of. 
the power of so unscrupulous a foe to do him further injury, David still pre- 
serves his chivalry: “ Destroy him not, for who can stretch forth his hand 
against the Lord's anointed, and be guiltless?) As the Lord liveth, the 
Lord shall smite him, or his day shall come to die, or he shall go down into 
battle and perish.. But the Lord forbid that I should stretch forth my band 
against the Lord’s anointed.” Nor is it only on the sagred person of a 
king that he abjures his right of revenge. His treatment at the hands of 
Nabal, whom he had befriended, was such as to goad him to thoughts of a 
bitter revenge. . But at the first words of wisdom and reason, his chivalrous 
instincts of forgiveness and duty reassert themselves. He cries: “ Blessed 
be the Lord God of Israel which sent thee this day to meet me, and blessed 
be thou which hast kept me this day from shedding blood, and from aveng. 
ing myselt with mine own hand.” Still, he does not desist from calling down 
imprecations upon the head of his enemies. He may not, and possibly at 
{times he cannot. avenge himself; but, smarting under a sense of injustice, 
he calls upon the just God to avenge him. Are we to say that these 
utterances of David are uninspired? We say, on the contrary, that they 
are inspired—by the very spirit of God who isthe Spirit of justice and of 
judgment. 
The Righteousness of His Anger. 

True, David calls down God's vengeance on his enemies. It would not 
be fair to say that he merely hates the sin, but leves the sinner. Com. 
menting on the last verse of the 104th Psalm, Beruriah, the wife of R. Meir, 
is said to have explained the words: OF 8 WW PANA PD O'NOA 
to mean that sins and not sinners shall be consumed from the earth 


once sins are rooted out there will be no more evil-docrs.” The prominence

civen to this interpretation in the Talmud is not without its significance. | 


Nevertheless, it does not convey the psalmist’s real meaning.+ For it is 
‘impossible to divorce wickedness from its perpetrators. The wickedness of 
an act resides not in the act itself, but in the human mind which originates 
it. Wild beasts may be ever so dangerous, but we hold them blameless for 
the sufferings they inflict. Reasonable anger will only vent itself on human 
wild beasts, who direct their,God-given intelligence to evil ends. There are 


men whose deeds against humanity are so heinous as to place them beyond | 


humanity’s pale. Created in the divine image, they have so wantonly 
defaced that image as to render it unrecognisable. Such evil-doers are not 
obiects of pity, but of punishment. The law punishes them every day. To 
pity or forgive their crimes would be a misplaced generosity-—a generosity 
that would work more harm to the human race than good. There is nothing 
left for us but to exterminate them or to pray for their extermination, Pity 
is a divine quality, but it must be reserved for the wretched victims of. 
oppression not for the authors of it. Crime must be punished. To con. 
done it is to compromise with it and to share in its moral responsibility. As 
all experience shows, deliberate misdeeds which go undenounced and 
unvisited beget fresh misdeeds. The malefactor, feeling himself safe from 
vengeance and loathing, is encouraged by his immunity to persevere 
in wrong-doing. When conscienceless nations, in the pursuit of vain ambi- 
tions, enter upon wars of wicked aggression, with callous indifference 
to all the human misery that results therefrom, it is not war they are waging, 
but murder. The, divinely ordained punishment for murder is clear ‘and 
explicit: “‘He who sheddeth man's blood, by man shall his blood be shed, 
Even from Mine altar thou shalt take him to die.” The sanctity of human 
life knows no other safeguard... ) 


. Charles Kingsley on David's Anger. 
A famous Victorian divine, Charles Kingsley, preaching half-a-century 
ago on the subject of “ David’s Anger,” utters this notable defence: “| 
. Berachoth 10a,

have yet to discover that indignation against wrong is aught but righteous, 
noble and divine. The flush of rage and scorn which rises, and ought to 
,vise, when we see a woman or a child ill-used, a poor man wronged or 
crushed—what is that but the inspiration of Almighty God? Woe to the 
man who has lost that feeling! Woe to’ the man who can stand coolly by 
and see wrong done without a shock or a murmur, or even more to the very 
limits of the just laws of this land. He may think it a fine thing so to do; 
a proof that he is an easy, prudent man of the world, and not a meddlesome 
enthusiast. But all that it does prove is—that the spirit of God, who is the 
spirit of justice and judgment, has departed from him. . . If we take the 
Bible as it stands (and we have no right to do otherwise), these men were 
trying to kill David. He could not, and upon.a point of honour would not. 
ykillthern himself. But he believed, and rightly, that God can punish the 
offender whom man cannot touch, that He will and does punish them. Artd 
if he calls on God to execute justice and judgment upon these men, he only 
calls on God to do what. God is doing continually on the face of the whole 
earth. In fact, God does punish here in this life. - He does not, as false 
@peachers say, give over this life to impurity, and only resume the reigns of 
moral government and the right of retribution when men die and go into 
the next world. Here in this life he punishes sin; slowly but surely God 
‘panishes, And if any of you doubt my words you have only to commit. sin, 
and then’see whether your sin will find you out. The whole question turns 
on this, Are we to believe in a living God, or are we not ? If we are not, 
then David's words are, of course. worse than nothing. If we are, I do not 
see why David was wrong in calling on God to exercise that moral and _ pro- 
vidential government of the world, which is the very note and definition of a 


living God.” 


Then and Now. 

Some fifty years ago these words were uttered, and then this outspoken, 
Christian preacher found occasion to add: ‘* There have been those in tens 
of thousands, there may be those again, who will have a right to ery to God, 
“of thy goodness slay mine enemies, lest they slay. or worse than clay, both 
me and mine’; aright to crv.’ Rid us, O God; it thou be a living God, a 
God of justice and mercy, rid us not only of these men, but of their children 
after them. This tyrant, strained with lust and blood whose 
children after him will inevitably imitate his cruelties, and his rapine 
and treacheries—deal with him and his as they deserve. Set an ungodly 
man to be ruler over him; that he may find out what we have been 
enduring from his ungodly rule. Let his days be few, and another take his 
office. Let his children be fatherless. and his wife a widow. Let his children 
beg their bread out of desolate places. Let there be no man to pity him or 
take compassion on Iiis fatherless children—to take his part, and breed up a 
fresh race of tyrants to our misery. Let his posterity be destroyed, and in the 
next generation his name be clean put out that he may root out the memorial 
of them from the earth, and enable law and justice, peace and freedom, 
to take the place of anarchy and tvranny and blood.’’’ One wonders—and 
yet one need not wonder—what this sane preacher of righteousness would © 
have said if he had been living to-day, and was a witness of deeds of 
brutality on which the civilised portion of mankind looks aghast. Would he 
have spared the men who out of sheer lust for world-dominion have over- 
run a country with which they had no quarrel, whose safety from aggression 
they had sworn to uphold? Can we not imaginethe remorseless indignation 
with which hé would have denounced the treachery and butcherv, the wanton 
cruelty and shameless barbarism, which has driven an innocent people into 
.exile to subsist upon the charity of friends? Inthe white heat of his anger he 
would have had no pity to waste’on those who have outraged the» fair 
provinces of Belgium, laid waste its cities, desecrated its shrines, pillaged its 
treasures, massacred and tortured its inhabitants. We should be false to 


our duty if we were less quick to resent and avenge the crime of 
the ages. The wrongs which Germany has inflicted upon others 
she must be brought to realise by the bitter penalty that will 


righteously be exacted of her. She affects to believe that the 
invasion of friendly peoples is an act justified by high necessities of 
State. .If she is to be brought to a right state of mind, if there is to be 
hope for the peace of the world, she must be made to experience the horrors 
of invasion in her own person, in the spectacle of her overthrown cities, her 
ravaged countryside, her ruined commerce, her mourning sons and daughters, 
deluded alas! by a teaching which is viciously false, and involved in the 
fate which so often overtakes the guilty and the innocent alike. “‘ Measure 
for Measure.” It is God’s eternal law of justice, but for which we should . 
despair, indeed, of all human progress. 


JERICHO. 
On Wednesday Mr. P. S. P. Handcock delivered the last of his lectures at 
the British Museum in aid of the Belgian Relief Fund, in the course of which he 
showed a number of slides illustrating the remains of the Pre-Canaanite, the 
Canaanite, and the Israelite periods. | 
His remarks in regard ro the alleged collapse of the wall of Jericho in his 
lecture at the Pritish Museum last year led to a long and widespread controversy 
in the English and foreign Press, and on Wednesday Mr. Handcock took the 
opportunity of replying to his numerous critics in detail. No archzo- 
logical argunents cof any description had, he said, been adduced 
his opponenis to challenge is position. The Canaanite walls _ still 
stand and show no sign of having been destroyed in the more or less complete 
fashion, which any reasonable and imparial reader would infer from Joshua vi. 
It had been argued 2. the wall in question was built by Hiel the Bethelite in the | 
reign of Ahab. Those of his opponents, he said, who had brought forward this argu- 
ment had entirely ignored all archaologicalevidence as being unworthy of considera- 
tion, The preservation of Rahab’s house had been used as an argument, but Rahab's 
house was clearly regarded as a unique exception, and unless her house occupied 
the greater part of the city wall (!) it in no way affected the plain, straightforward 
assertion in Joshua vi, in regard to the wall of the city as awhole. These argu- 
ments having failed, Mr. Handcock said that every attempt conceivable had been 
made to show that the Authorised Version did not correctly represent the Hebrew, 
but according to the views of the greatest Hebrew scholars of our time, the 
Authorised Version and Revised Version exactly represented the meaning of the 
Hebrew in this particular passage. He concluded his lecture by setting forth all 
the archeological arguments which might have, but had not, been urged by bhi§ 
opponents, and refuted them one by one. 7

NOBLE ACTION GF JEWISH LAWYER. 


On the outbreak of the War the Austrian police imprisoned a number of 
Russians at Carlsbad, among them the well-known lawyer, M. Hillerson, 
Jewish organisations made an effort to obtain M. Hillerson’s release, and their 
endeavours were on the point of proving successful. He declined, however, to 
accept any favour unless all Russians without distinction of race or creed were 
released, for he pointed out that he-had always fought for the principle of abolition 
of distinction between races and creeds in Russia, 


FLIGHT OF GALICIAN JEWS. 


The special correspondent of the Daily Cail at Milan states that as a result 
of the Russian invasion of Galicia many thousands of Polish and Jewish families 
have fled to Vienna—-some papers estimate the number of fugitives as being 
between 70,000 and 100,000—and all these newcomers, among whom the wealthy 
class predominates, have contributed towards the revival of the traffic in the 
streets and the re-peopling of the hotels, restaurants, cafés, and other public places. 

Furthermore, several schools have been opened for these fugitives, a few 
newspapers are being published for them, and a number of institutions of mutual 
aid have been organised to help the needy and keep the refugees in touch with 


one another.

All Poles, especially those who are Russian subjects, are requested to apply or 
send their names and addresses to the Secretary of the Polish Information Com- 
mittee, 2, West Street, Upper St. Martin's Lane. Those Poles who are German 
or Austrian subjects and who have not yet received the committee's certificates, or 
those who are already interned, should apply immediately, sending their curricu- 
lumwvitax, references, and photos, with their police registration number. Jews from 
Poland should also apply, and will receive information how to deal with their 


cases.

JEWS AND THE THEATRE OF WAR. 


{Continiied) 
.Le Havre. 


The temporary headquarters of the Belgian Government’ has a very small 
Jewish population, probably not more than about fifty, although divine service has 
been held regularly in the city since 1850 and a formal community has been in 
existence since two years later. The present synagogue dates from 1864, when it 
was dedicated by Grand Rabbin Isidor. Le Havre is now in the Rabbinical 
district of Rouen, which city has a Jewish history dating back to the Roman occu: 
pation. The city of Rouen was the source of the Jewish settlement in. England 
which followed the Norman Conquest, and for a time the history of the Jews in 
that city and in the remainder of Normandy may be considered almost an integral 
portion of the history of the Jews in England. So long as the Duchy of the 
Kingdom remained under one crown the Jewries of both were practically con- 
tinuous. The modern Jewish community of Rouen dates, however, only from the 
Kevolution. 

Warsaw. 


Warsaw, whose inhabitants have had the misfortune of witnessing a battle a! 
their very gates, holds a Jewish population of about 300,000 souls, comprising 
more than a third of the entire population of the city. This number has increased 
from less than 99,000 in 1876, the remarkable growth being due to the forcible 
concentration whieh has marked the Jewish policy of the Russian Government 
during the past generation. Jews are believed to have originally settled in Warsaw 
in the thirteenth century. Their commercial success in due course aroused the 
hostility of their Christian competitors who worked against them incessantly unt] 
at length in 1525 they succeeded in obtaining their expulsion by the edict of: Prince 
Janush. The effect of this decree was, however, merely to remove the Jews out- 
side.of the city walls. This new settlement produced a more stringent edict of 
expulsion from Sigismund Augustus in 1570, which was repeatedly confirmed 
by subsequent rulers in the course of the seventeenth and eighteenth centuries, 
but there is reason to believe that throughout that period commercial necessities 
frequently rendered portions of it a dead letter. | 

Ihe principal etiect of this series of enactments was to induce the Jews to 
remove a couple of miles further from the city walls, where they founded a number 
of Jewish settlements on the estates of the neighbouring nobles. One of these 
known as ‘‘New Jerusalem” was invaded by the Marshal's guard early in 1775 
and the property of Jews to the value of hundreds of thousands of guldens seized 
and confiscated. Most of the victims of this outrage thereupon took refuge in the 
city itself where they remained until the expulsion of 1784. A new Jewish. city 
arose in Rasin, the commercial competition of which with Warsaw became so 
unsatisfactory to the inhabitants of the latter that the re-admission of the Jews to 
Warsaw was considered the lesser of the evils. The economic persecution of the 
Jews of the city, however, continued and culminated in an anti-Jewish outbreak 
followed by the re-institution of all the obsolete anti-Jewish legislation, which 
included the punishment of flogging for the transgression of some of the 
ordinances. 

The one ray of light came to the Jews of Warsaw with the Prussian occupa- 
tion. By the German Government they were for the first time in the history of the 
city accorded the freedom of human beings. Asa consequence, when_the country 
was invaded by the Russians, the Jews flocked to the defence of their fatherland. 
At least one regiment of light cavalry was formed entirely of Jews under the com- 


mand of Joselovich Berek. This regiment was practically annihilated at the siege: 


of Praga. The period of freedom for the Jews of Warsaw did not last long. In 
1798, a number of the Jewish settlers was expelled, and special taxation levied on 
those who remained. In 1804, another anti-Jewish outbreak occurred, but was 
suppressed by the military. In 1862, all discrimination between Jewish and 
Christian inhabitants was abolished, and the Jews ofthe city lived for the following 
nineteen years in tolerable comfort. Christmas 1881, however, was the occasion of 
the great pogrom, engineered by Count Ignatieff, the reactionary Minister of the 
Interior, and connived at by the military authorities. From that day to this the 
Jews of Warsaw may be said to have known no peace. ° 


Bosnia. 


The former Turkish province, the annexation of which is the goal of the 
Servian and Montenegrin partners in the Allied forces, is said to have owed its 
Grst Jewish settlement to the influence of Donna Gracia Mendes and her nephew, 
Don Joseph Nasi—afterwards Prince of Naxos—with the Sultan in 1575. As, 
‘however, there are Jewish tombstones at Sarajevo bearing the date 1551, Jews 
must have been living in the Bosnian capital at least a generation before the time 
of Joseph. Nasi and Suleiman the Magnificent. There is, indeed, evidence to show 
that Jewish merchants came to Bosnia from Salonika ten years before the date /of 
these interments, but they were visitors not settlers. They came unaccompanied 
by their families and were accustomed to return periodically to their homes on the 
coast. In 1645 a special quarter was assigned to the Jews of the capital in response 
to their petition. 

The Jewish population of the province is estimated at present at between 7,500 
and 8,000, more than half of whom live in the capital. The only other Jewish 
centres of any size are those at Bosna-Brod and Mostar in Herzegovina, each of 
which has about 250 Jews. Sarajevo, or Bosna-Serai, the apparent objective of 
the hostile forces, has a highly cultured Jewish community with a very beautiful 
Symagogue, several societies, and a Jewish periodical. There are both Sephardi 
and Ashkenazi congregations, the latter composed for the most part of Austrian 
and Hungarian Jews who settled in the city on the occupation of the province by 
the Dual Monarchy. Several of the Ashkenazim hold Government appointments, 
and the relations between the Jewish and Christian inhabitants of the city are in 


every respect excellent. This may be said of the Jews and Christians without: 


exception throughout the province. In Mostar Jews settled first in 1850, but the 
Ashkenazim did not come until the Austrian occupation,

I was advised 
to communicate with the War Office, and on going there was informed that as the 
Jewish soldiers serving with the Expeditionary Force are not centralised my 
services would prove more eflective in England. 

We are all anxious to do our utmost to serve the cause of the Empire and the 
needs of our. coreligionists, but we must perform our services in accordance with 
the wishes expressed by the War Ofhce. 


A MILITARY CHANUCAH FESTIVAL.

O18, Lie correspondence in connection with the proposed Jewish Battalion 
ig most interesting and at the same time somewhat confusing. To support a move- 
ment for which no reasons are given seems very much out of place. Therefore, 
being unacquainted with the object of such a scheme, the objections are in order. 
I strongly deprecate the idea of such a movement being formed for the following 
reason: On the battlefield, peculiar events are always happening, and, in the 
unfortunate event of a Jewish body of men being captured, is it passible to realise 
the treatment that woull be meted out to them, especially being Jews, by 
a nation which is disregarding all rules of modern warfare? When one reads of 
the horrible treatment of the Germans towards the Belgian civilians, and their 
bitter hatred of the English, one must shudder to think how Jews would fare at 
their hands, Such risks must not be taken. 

Let us feel proud of the thousands of Jews who have already enlisted in Lord 
Kitchener's Army—and more are still coming forward. Iam in agreement with 
the statement made by our worthy friends, Messrs. Montefiore and Myer, that the 
result would be a poor one. The number of men forming this battalion would be 
small, and this fact would always be harped upon by our anti-Semitic friends 
as showing the meagre support of the community in connection with this war, and 
the splendid “‘ Honour Record ” would be ignored. 

The following question was put to me some time ago by a gentleman in an > 
influential position: What are the Jews doing in connection with this war? 
When I informed him of the numbers that have joined the army, of the £80,000 
contributed to the Prince of Wales’ Fund, and how we are supporting the Jewish 
refugees from Belgium and France (to substantiate my statements I handed 
him some copies of the JEWrsH CHRONICLE), he was more than enlightened and 
pleasantly surprised. Now might I suggest to the readers of this powerful Jewish 
organ that a good many false notions. possessed by our biassed non-Jewish friends

THE WAR AND AFTER.

Sirk, —The proposal made by Mr. Louis Kletz “to consider and devise the 
means best calculated to lead to a final and definite settlement of the Jewish 
question,” on which you commented favourably in your leading notes, is one that 


should be immediately carried out. All other problems, however pressing and 
urgent, must give way before the solution of a question affecting the whole of our 
nation. To hide our feelings at the present juncture would be an unpardonable 
sin; we need hide nothing from the genuine Englishman, whom all the world 
rightly regards as inspired by ideals of truth i justice, who sympathises with 
our demands, and who would give our claims a patient hearing. As for the 
Englishman whose ideals of justice have become somewhat corrupted, we shall 
gain nething by concealing anything from him. He will in any case impute 
to us motives and thoughts which never crossed our minds. The English 
nation knows full well that there is no Jew, naturalised or otherwise, who would 
hesitate to assist it with his life and his possessions in the present great crisis. For 
how could it be otherwise? Jews know that they are shedding their blood for a 
nation which has given them the possibility to live the lives of men, a nation which 
on their return from the war will welcome them with open arms and which, should 
they fall, will give to their kinsmen the credit and honour which is their due. 
Nevertheless it is our bounden duty to let our fellow-citizens know that though we 
are bound to them by the ties of citizenship we are at the same time members of a 
. Separate nationality.

The truth must be stated that whenever the question for whom our core. 
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ligionists in Russia are fighting arises among us, our hearts are filled with serious 
misgivings, Ata time when thousands of Russian Jews are so bravely meeting 
their death on the battlefield, and myriads of them are suffering unspeakable 
miseries——persecutions haye not ceased. Not long ago your paper reported that a 
wounded Jewish soldier who was taken into a hospital situated outside the Pale 
received notice to leave at once because, being a Jew, he had no right to reside there. 
Furthermore, those very Poles to whom Russia has promised, if not yet granted, 
their freedom are not ashamed to trump up all kinds of false charges against the 
Jews. It has been reported, for instance, in several Russian papers that on the 
entry of the German troops into Polish towns the Polish population denounced 
the Jews as friends of Russia, and again when Russia successfully recaptured these 
towns the very same Poles accused the Jews of being friends of Germany, and so 
the Jews suffered from both combatants. | 3 

“Lam going to the front,” wrote a Russian friend to me soon after the War 
broke out, “‘to fight for my native land, for the nation which killed my brother 
during the revolution, and my aunt during the Kishineff massacres, against Austria 
which granted me a university education that my native Russia refused me. I 
remember you felt the death of your two relatives who fell during the Russo- 
Japanese War very deeply. Who knows if it will not be my fate to occasion you 
similar grief! But this does not matter. I do not suppose I shall be the first or 
the last. I try to think lam going to fight for free England, for glorious France, 
where so many refugees of our race have found shelter. No more than I does 
Russia know for whom and for what she is to-day fighting. If we could only think 
that my blood and that of my fellow-Jews will bring salvation to our people! ” 
These words require no comment. Who is the Englishman who does not sympa- 
thise with the cry of this man, which is the cry of thousands of our fellow-Jews. 
Yes, the English nation will feel and understand the bitterness of this cry. But 
will our English Jews! Will they understand that we have spent more than 
enough of our powers in establishing and creating all kinds of worlds? The golus 
tragedy of Jewish history continnes to be played. Why should we deceive our- 


selves that the présent war will bring in its train freedom for our people in Russia ?: 


By taking shelter from the rain the rain does not cease to fall. 
have received a promise, the Jews not even that. 

The time has come for every Jew, whatever his nationality, to declare openly 
that we are also a nation. It isthe duty of every English Jew to plead the cause 
of the whole Jewish nation, to demand for his people the land of his fathers, where 
the Jews may live the full free life of other nations, able to develop and perfect 
themselves according to their own ideals and in conformity with their own genius. 
{ particularly refer to the English Jews because (1) in the lands where war is 
now raging no organisation can work for the.attainment of this object to be now 
set up; (2) the other countries are occupied more or less with the promotion of 
their own immediate and selfish interests, whereas England is fighting in the cause 
of justice, in the name of which, if it be no empty phrase, we demand the 
rights which are ours; and (3) because the vast. majority of the Jewish 
nation would dike to see Palestine a British colony. As Jews we have nocomplaint 
against the Turkish Empire. We must confess that Jews have suftered less under 
Turkey than under most nations, but since its fate has been decreed we have no 
other alternative than to demand Palestine forourselves. The Poles havea promise 
of anational home. The Arabs of Palestine can look to Egypt as their national 
centre. Why should only the Jewish nation be denied its rightful home’ 

You Anglo-Jewish leaders who for years have been scattering your thousands 
in the erection of tombstones over the grave of our nation, now is the time to work 
for its resurrection, now is the time when you can become the Maccabees of the 
20th Century, of whom Jewish history will either speak in terms of respect and 
veneration as it does of its Maccabees of old, or in terms of scorn and contempt 
as it does of the Hellenists. Which verdict will you choose ?

GLASGOW. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 


A meeting of the Council was held yesterday week. Mr.-J. 


Jewish HALLSIDE presided. The Hon. Secretary (Mr. A. A. L. 
Representative EAsTrERMAN, M.A.) submitted correspondence he had had with 
Council. Dr. Dundas White, M.P., and with the Home Office, on the 


subject of Russian Jews who had no documentary evidence of 
their nationality. The Hon. Secretary said he bad asked the Home Office to 
accept a sworn declaration of nationality, in a form suggested by him, before a 
Justice of the Peace, and authenticated by two members of the Executive of the 
Council, as being sufficient evidence of Russian nationality, and reported that the 
Home Office had intimated that there would be no objection to the declaration in 
the form suggested.. The Hon. Secretary further stated that the issue of these 
declarations had proved of great value, and that from two hundred to three 


hundred Jewish travellers and-others in the city had taken advantage of them. 
The greatest satisfaction was expressed at the result of this effort on the part of the. 


Council. 


A protracted discussion took place on the question of the Austrian and German 
Jewish prisoners of War., The CHAIRMAN stated that ina number of individual 


cases the Council had secured the release of German prisoners, but that with the 


recent renewed activity on the part of the authorities, these had been re-arrested. 
In view of the peculiar position of the Jewish prisoners, it was ‘urged that represen- 
tations should be made on equitable grounds for special consideration of Jewish 
cases. 
suggesting a joint deputation to the Home Office on the subject. 

The question of distress arising from the internment of Jews of German and 
Austrian nationality and general distress in the community through the war was 
discussed. It was announced that in regard to the interned persons, the German 
and Austrian Governments had provided funds through the American Embassy for 
the relief of the. dependents of prisoners of War, and that the Parish Council were 
legally bound to support such dependents. | 

Mr. EASTERMAN reported that he had communicated with the Local Govern- 
ment Board on the position of non-naturalised Jews in regard to the Prince of 
Wales’ Fund, and that he had been informed that such Jews could not properly 
receive benefit from the National Relief Funds. He further intimated that he had 
made representations against the decision, but little hope could be held out that it 
would be altered. Great indignation was felt at the unfair discrimination in the 
cases of genuine distress caused by the war. It was agreed to communicate with 
the Board of Deputies on all these matters, urging that some action be taken, and 
that failing a satisfactory reply from the Local Government Board, a recommen- 
dation be made to the local Jewish Committee for Aid to the Prince of Wales and 
other funds that it should suspend operations and turn its attention to Jewish needs. 

It was announced that on the representation of the Council, the Glasgow 
School Board had formed a class for the study of Hebrew in Gorbals School, and 
that Mr. S. Grane, M.A., B.Sc., had been appointed teacher. The class meets on 
Mondays and Wednesdays, from 8 p.m. to 9 p.m., and the community are appealed 
to to support the class. The fee is a nominal one of 2s. 6d. for six months, 

It was also intimated that Mr. Ellis Isaacs had been appointed to represent the 


Jewish community on the local Committee for the Prince of Wales’ Relief Fund. 


Mr. ELL1s ISAACS reported that progress was being made with the proposed 
Jewish School and that a deputation of the Council would shortly be called before 
the Glasgow School Board. 7

“Children of the Ghetto.” 


By ONE OF THEM, 


A Ghetto poet has been unearthed, a youth of twenty: who courts the muse 
within sight and'sound of the Church of Whitechapel ; who strings sweet words on 
threads of gold, the drab life of the East End around him. Who, then, shall 
speak of the Ghetto in terms of disparagement when the very shadow of its grey 
walls is rich in inspiration! The wnearthing of this youthful singer—why could 
not John Rodker have been discovered in the spring ?—suggests the apparent 
paucity of poets in our midst. Maybe there are others who elect to sing in silence ; 


who weave distich and quatrain in school and Yeshiva, and keep their compositions 
next their heart. 


A schoolmaster friend, discussing with me the inherent love of poetry 
in the Jewish child, expresses the opinion that the child of Polish origin 
is more susceptible to poetry, more prone to make pleasing harmonies of 
his sentences than the child of any other race, with the possible exception of the 
Rumanian. In how far this is a fact it remains for experts to decide. But from 
my own experience, I would say that in the essays of the average Ghetto child one 


will discover a greater proportion of unconscious prose poems than is to be found | 


in like circumstances elsewhere. Let us imagine a Ghetto child penning an essay 
on autumn, and a young Briton from Haggerston similarly engaged. The one will 
ruminate over falling leaves and shortening days, the other will rhapsodise over 
roast chestnuts and baked-potato cans~autumn in its most desirable connotation ! 
The one has imagination, the other is a materialist. Perhaps his ample share of 
imagination accounts for the preponderance of the Jew in journalism. None but 
- the Jew can present dry facts in so eminently readable a fashion. 


The recent hearing of an unusual case in the Royal Courts of Justice revealed 
the association of at least one of our sisters with the vocation of lady barber. We 
had had prior knowledge of these useful members of society, had listened to the 
dulcet tones of “Razor easy, sir?” But never had we the least suspicion that 
barbering had at any time attracted the go-ahead daughter of Israel. Not alone 
has it attracted her; she has managed to make her business pay, and pay remark- 
ably well. It is all so characteristic of the spirit of our womanhood, this launching 
out for herself into an occupation once dominated by the not always courteous 
male. Within recent months I have learned that in ever so many phases of 
professional activity the Jewess is well tothe fore. We know of one, a pioneer 
among her sex, who has an advertisement agency of her very own. Another 
Jewish lady, whom I met at an exhibition of women’s work, is an adviser on house 
construction, whilst another specialises in interior furnishing, arranges the colour 
scheme of the home-to-be, and ensures chromatic harmony. A well-known R.A. 
was reminding me the other afternoon that my race had a nice discerning eye for 
colour. I looked at him quizzically, but he never turned a hair. 
referred to ¢anvas not tocloth. Were he to. walk with me on Sabbath eve down 
an East End thoroughfare, 1 suspect his views on “ our discerning eye” would 
undergo decided modification. But that is neither here nor there. Our * discern- 
iny eye is more discerning than it was. 

lteverting to barbers, I looked in at my favourite “‘artist’s” the other evening 
and found him quite disconsolate. Ordinarily he is the most happy of mortals: 
full to the brim of news of men and things that amaze by their sheer variety. It 
wasn't the war, though to be sure economy and sentiment had favoured beard 
cultivation—d la Russe! It was the ominous news that trade union.“ shaving 
parlours” were to be opened in the Ghetto. Not that my “artist ” is a non-umion 
proprietor. On the contrary, here is his certificate, with coat of arms most 
wonderful—scissors, comb and razor worked into a gorgeous design. It was the 
ominous news that. tips were to be abolished at the establishments in question. | 
‘How can we live in the face of such competition?” he asked. ‘“ How can I 
expect my assistants to stay in a house where no tips can be expected 2” What 
with safety’ razors, the return of the beard, the internment of alien assistants, and 
now the abolition of the tip, truly our barber lives in stirring times. Bu: so do all 
of us. 

‘No little interest appears to have been aroused by the rise in thé price of 
the necessary Mezuzait,. But this, Iam assured, is merely one of several articles 
affected by the stoppage of Russian transit facilities. Tephiitin will be found in 
many cases to be mucli dearer, as also are other objects that involve the work of 
the Russian Sopher. The retailers disclaim any desire to make a profit out. of 
the unprecedented situation. But the fact remains that they are, Judging by appear- 
ances, a sympathetic rise in the cost of cthenarticles of ceremonialisnotatall unlikely. 
The stocks of Austrian prayer-books, which have hitherto enjoyed considerable 
‘popularity here, will hardly be replenished, if at all, for many a long day. 
. Then there are scores of other articles, from greeting cards to Sepher handles, the 
supply of which has remained hitherto in the hands of our “ enemies. 


And now, it seems to me, the native Sopher should at last secure his just 
reward. Year after year he has been writing Mezuzoth for a bare subsistence, 
glad of the few crumbs of sustenance that came his way. Did he but seek ahigher 
rate of pay for his beautiful microscopic writing, they referred him to the Russian- 
made article that could be retailed at fourpence-ha’penny. Sometimes he gave up 
in despair, and developed into a schnorrer Or a Cheder Rebbe, according to his 
self-respect and his ability. Or he would hie to the fruit-barrow as the most rapid 
route to fortune. To-day, then, is the day of his triumph, of emergence from 
obscurity. Hitherto he has remained a prophet without honour. To-day he comes 
into his own once again. : 


Some time ago the Initiation Society protested quite warmly against the 
growing evidence of commercialism in the ranks of Mohelim. The protest then 
-voiced was none too emphatic, for. the evidence on ail sides is that “ touting . has 
assumed unpleasant proportions. This seems to be the case most particularly with 
the younger generation of Mohelim, who can know nothing of the dignity’of their 
calling, or possess the least respect for its\traditions, It is clearly the duty of the 
Initiation Society to deal very firmly with offenders, who are surely bringing an 
honoured occupation into disrepute. If the existing regulations are obsolete, the 
Society should take steps to revise them. : ?

JEWISH GIRLS AND NON-EMPLOYMENT. 


[COMMUNICATED. | 

Since the outbreak of war the Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls 
and Women has had its hands full in dealing with a large number of Jewish girls 
who were thrown out of employment owing to the war, and who, but for the 
intervention of the Association, might have been brought into circumstances of 
danger through lack of occupation. The need for special measures was first 
brought under the notice of the Association by the fact that several members of 
the Girls’ Club conducted under its auspices were discovered to be out of employ- 
ment and in a destitute condition. It was accordingly resolved to open temporary 
workrooms to save these girls from starvation, and with the exception of the West 
Central Jewish Girls’ Club, which took similar action a day previously, the 
Association was the first organisation to organise this particular kind of relief. The 
workroom was opened with twelve girls on August 2ist at the premises of the 
Association in Mansell Street.. The fact speedily became known in the East End 
and the Association was immediately overwhelmed with applications for admission 
to the workrooms. By the end of August eighty-seven girls were at work, which 

From that date conditions in the 
labour market improved, and at present between fifty and sixty girls are employed. 

No girl is admitted tothe workroom who has not previously registered at a 
Labour Exchange, and every encouragement is given to the girls to find. regular 
employment. The workrooms are open from 10 to 4, so that opportunity is 
provided in the morning and evening for the girls to seek regular work. A nominal 
wage of Is. per day is paid to those in attendance at the workroom, which suffices 
to save the girls from starvation, thougli the. payment is not such as to attract 
girls to remain if other openings are available. At first it was hoped that the 
workrooms would receive a grant from the Queen's Fund, but it was found that 
this fund was only available for British-born girls, and only a small percentage of 
the girls affected would have come within that category. The application for a 
grant was accordingly withdrawn, and the workrooms have since been supported 
from private sources, no portion of the ordinary funds of the Association having 
been utilised for this purpose, The Committee of the Association are greatly exercised 
on the question of finance, and it is hoped that members of the community will give 
financial help to the workrooms. 

I.very care has been taken to ensure that the workrooms shall not compete with 
paid labour, and work is only accepted for charitable purposes such as gifts to the 
soldiers’ refugees homes, philanthropic institutions, etc. Most of the girls are 
unskilled labourers, andthe majority of them have to receive special instruction, 
which, though it makes the work quite unremunerative, will fit the girls for better- 
paid employment when they again enter the labour market. The Committee 
would be grateful for orders for making shirts, scarves, underclothing, baby linen, 
etc. The work is superintended by a paid organiser who 1s assisted by voluntary 
helpers. -Among the girls employed are several refugees -from France and 
Belgium, who are received asa preventive measure, to safeguard them from the 
dangers of the streets, to which they would be exposed were they totally without 
occupation. The workrooms were visited last week by Lady lKothschild, who 
expressed gréat approval of the work that is being done and commended it to the 
sympathetic consideration of the community. 


ALIENS AND THE NATIONAL WAR RELIEF FUND: 
A Protest. 

TO THE Eprror.—From Mr. P. J. MOSS, 26, Sidney Square, Mile End, E 
SirR,--I trust you will permit me to intrude on your valuable space with refer- 

ence tothe meeting held at the Toynbee Hall on November 10th for the purpose of 

electing a representative of the Friendly Societies in Whitechapel to sit on the 

Whitechapel Sub-Committee for Administration of the National War Relief Fund, 


with Mr. W. Johnson, L.C.C., Chairman of that Committee, in the Chair. I 


attended the meeting representing various societies with which I am connected, and 
therefore to protest against the exclusion of any but British subjects from partici- 
pation in the benefits of the said Fund. This exclusion shuts out about ninety per 
cent. of the members of Whitechapel Friendly Societies. 

It is well-known that the institutions, as a whole, apart from the individual 
efforts of members, have contributed, and are contributing, liberally to this Fund. 
Many of the members are hard hit by the War, both economically and through 
having relatives at the front on whom they depended for assistance, and are, 
therefore, in need of help. | oo 

A Fund of the dimensions and importance of the National War Relief Fund 
would be assumed to have at its disposal investigators and all the mechanism 
required for the extension of such help without danger of abuse or overlapping, 
and in consequence Friendly Societies have tacitly availed themselves of its help 
on behalf of their members by such contributions. The exclusion of non- 
British persons from participation in this Fund, even though they be subjects of 
Allied Nations, these including the greater part of the members of societies in 
question, was very late. Although this would not have affected individual contri- 
butions of members actuated by the patriotic motive to help the needy as far as 
their means allow; it would undoubtedly have affected the contributions from the 
funds of societies whose first duty in such time of exceptional stress is the allevia- 
tion as far as possible of-the burdens of their members. 

On these grounds I protested against the representation of Friendly Societies 
on the Committee for the administration of a fund with which they are entirely, 
although wrongfully, unconnected. It is now some weeks since the exclusion 


referred to was brought into force, and I suggest that during this time some efforts 
might have been made by the Jewish Board of Deputies, as the official representa- 


tives of a community largely affected, to rectify the deplorable state of affairs 

I am sure that I am voicing the sentiments of many poor hard hit individuals 
in demanding from that body that some steps be taken immediately in this matter. 
I may mention that three representatives of Jewish Friendly Societies are now 


serving on various Local Committees, and in view of the fact that the exclusion 


makes this representation farcical, it is to be hoped that they will discontinue their 
work in cognection with the Fund until the “alien exclusion” is removed.

JEWISH NATIONAL FUND. 
The Board of the Jewish National.Fund having decided to move the offices to 


a neutral country. Dr, Bodenheimer, of Cologne, has resigned his office as 
Chairman, All moneys are to be sent to the same addresses as hitherto. 


ZIONISM AND THE WAR. 
[FROM A 


There is probably no movement—except that for the promotion of Inter- 
national Peace—which for the moment has suffered more than the Zionist move- 
ment. When the war broke out the headquarters of the movement were practi- 
cally cut off from communication with the various Federations. The publication 
of Die Welt, the official organ of Zionism, either ceased altogether, or its distri- 
bution was rendered impossible outside Germany. One or two members of the 
Actions Committee were called to the colours, though Dr. Schmarya Levin was 
held up in America, where he has since done useful work in establishing a 
Provisional Committee for carrying on Zionist affairs during the period of the war. | 
The headquarters of the Jewish National Fund were meanwhile transferred to the 
Hague, though its operations were naturally very greatly restricted owing to the 
fact that the lands where the principal collections were made were involved in war, 
and practically no work for the Fund could be carried on. From: July Ist, 1911, 
10 June 30th, 1913, the Russian Jews collected for the Jewish National Fund over 
£15,000; Austria-Hungary collected over £12,000; Germany over £10,000; 
England over 41,000; and France over #300, making a total of over £38,300 
collected from belligerent countries, alone for the National Fund. The Shekel 
collections and contributions to other Zionist institutions follow this proportion 
closely, so that it will be seen what grave disturbance the outbreak of war must 
have made in the extent of the Zionist activity. In most of the countries affected 
compulsory military service prevails, and the majority of the Zionist workers have 
been compelled to take up arms, leaving their businesses to take care of themselves. 
Moreover, the war has. raged very largely in those areas which are very 
densely populated by Jews—in Galicia, Poland, and East Prussia. Here terrible 
distress has prevailed, and it may be years before normal economic conditions are 
restored. Jews have been the principal traders on the Russian, Austrian, and 
(serman frontiers. Many of these are well-to-do merchants who have been liberal 
supporters of the Zionist movement. - They have now been practically ruined, and 
a complete cessatign of contributions to the Zionist movement from this source 
must be the inevitable result. Even when it has been possible to make collections 
for Zionist purposes it has not been possible to remit the funds gathered together, 
so that they have not been available for current Zionist work. | 


The Palestinian Colonies and Institutions. 


Even before Turkey was involved in the conflagration, the Palestinian colonies 
and institutions suffered very gravely from the war, which broke out at the most 
important period of the year in the economic life of the country, when the harvest 
is gathered in, and important financial transactions are carried out, covering the 
sale and distribution of the crops. Finance in Palestine is almost entirely con- 
trolled by foreign banking institutions, and the breakdown of the normal conditions 
of exchange led to a cessation of ordinary banking operations, which placed the 
colonists in the very gravest difficulties. Had it not been for the intervention of 
the Anglo-Palestine Company, backed by the Jewish Colonial Trust, disaster would 
even then have occurred. The Anglo-Palestine Company, indeed, remained the 
only financial institution capable of carrying on its work in the Holy Land, its 
assistance being invoked by Governments and Institutions, which, in ordinary times, 
would never have thought of seeking the assistance of a Jewish company. The con- 
ditions in Palestine were considerably aggravated by the practical suspension of 

- Chalukah contributions which, in normal times, help to maintain several institu- 
tions and an enormous number of the poor Talmud students who form aconsiderable 
portion of the Jewish population of Jerusalem. The schools, cut off from supplies

from Europe, found many of their pupils in a state of starvation, from which they 


were only rescued by the assistance of soup kitchens. 
| Turkey’s Intervention. 


The entry of Turkey into the arena of hostilities has: shut off Palestine from 
those sources of assistance which were still available. The Anglo-Palestine Co., 
being registered in England, will no longer be able to operate in Palestine, ang 
the conditions in the Holy Land will become very deplorable. Already unconfirmed 
reports have reached this country of the bombardment of Jaffa, one of the most 
prosperous of the Jewish settlements in Palestine. Jaffa has a wonderful Jewish 
suburb, known as Tel-Aviv, which it is to be hoped has escaped damage. More- 

‘over, the south of Palestine will probably be used by Turkey .as its base for 
operations against Egypt, and the already impoverished population will be com- 
pelled to maintain large bodies of troops. The outlook is therefore extremely 
grave, the only silver lining to the cloud being the possibility of political readjust- 


ments after the war, which will bring Jewish aspirations in regard to Eretz Yisroel’ 


nearer realisation. There is a faint possibility that the Holy Land may be 
neutralised, in which case the people with the largest economic stake in the 
country would occupy a dominant position, and would be much more favourably 
placed for the fulfilment of its political destinies. Speculation on this point, how- 
ever, is very premature, and.one must await events, though Jews all over the 
world will join in the prayer that the inhabitants may be spared the worst terrors 
of conflict in which three-quarters: of the world are at present 


SHANGHAI'S HELP FOR PALESTINIAN JEWS. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.] 
SHANGHAI, 


On the 11th of October the local Zionist Association received a cablegram 
from Herr Ussischkin, in Odessa, urging active co-operation on behalf of Colonisa- 
tion in Palestine. At the same time, an emissary deputed by the Ahavath Zion 
Society in Odessa arrived here. He is actively working to arouse the attention of 
the community in order that support may be given to Palestinian Jews in their 
present dire straits owing tothe War. On Simchath Torah all offerings made in 
the Shearith Israel Synagogue were reserved for this object and a substantial 
sum was collected. A meeting is being convened for the purpose of appointing a 
Committee to raise large sums so that a handsome amount may be remitted to 
Odessa. In Harbin over 3,000 roubles were raised and further efforts are being 
made to augment the collection. ; 


The Judicial Chamber of Moscow last week considered the appeal of twenty 
Zionists of Eletz. Six of the accused, including five women, were successful in 
their appeal and were acquitted. In the case of the remaining fourteen their 
sentences of imprisonment to various terms (between three months and ten days) 
were confirmed. 
At Slavuti (Volhynia) a Zionist has been sent to prison for thirteen days, and 
at Lochovitz the trial ended in the acquittal of all accused Zionists. | !

Sir,—The correspondence between Mr. Wells. and Mr. Zangwill, published 
inthe Daily Chronicle, and reproduced in the JewisH CHRONICLE and Jewish 
World, is very interesting reading. Mr. Weils puts a concise and most pertinent 
question to Mr. Zangwill, viz., “ And now, what isto prevent the Jews having Pales- 
tine and restoring a real Judea?” To my mind, Mr. Zangwill’s answer is very far 
from the mark. Itisapity that Mr. Wells directed his noble question to the President 
of the Jewish Territorial Organisation. Mr. Wells must be aware that Itoism has 
always been considered by the rank and file of Jewry as militating against the 
Jewi-h National aspirations, and that the reply Mr. Zangwill gave him (Daily 
Chronicle, November 9th) will appear to every conscientious Jew incomprehensibly 
exotic. The idea to re-create the old Judza in Palestine is not a phenomenon. 
Every intelligent Christian knows that since the destruction of the Temple, nearly 
two thousand years ago, the Jew has nurtured his longing for Palestine and has 
never given up his claim to it. Why did the Zionists reject the magnanimous offer 
of the British Gqvernment in East Africa?) Surely Mr, Zangwill knows the reascn. 
It is simply because the Zionists knew that East Africa, “ Canada or elsewhere,” 
would never and could never replace Palestine, To say that since Palestine could 
only receive a small portion of the 13,000,000 Jews, therefore, it is useless to restore 
areal Judxa, isabsurd. The famous American Jewish lawyer, Mr. Louis D. Brandeis, 
in an address on ‘‘ The Re-birth of the Jewish Nation,” recently delivered at Sym- 
phony Hall, Boston, among other things, said: “ But as the ghetto-walls are 
falling, Jewish life cannot be preserved and developed, assimilation cannot be 
averted unless there be re-established in the fatherland a centre from which the 
Jewish spirit may radiate and give to the Jews scattered throughout the world that 
inspiration which springs from’the memories of a great past and the hope of a 
great future. To accomplish this it is not necessary that the Jewish population of 
Palestine be large as compared with the whole number of Jewsiin the world. 
Throughout centuries, when the Jewish influence was great and it was working out 
its own, and in large part the world’s, destiny, during the Persian, the Greek, and 
Roman Empires, only a relatively small part of the Jews lived in Palestine, and 
only a small part of the Jews returned from Babylon when the Temple was rebuilt.” . 
Furthermore, I can say without fear of contradiction that the giving back of 
Palestine to the Jews will never be considered by them as ‘“‘a policy for clearance 
of the other countries of the Jews,” as the Jews as a whole are fully convinced 
that their true liberty and freedom can only come to them when their national 
prestige is restored in the land of their fathers. So much for Mr. Zangwill’'s 
answer. 

I take it that Mr. Wells really directed his query to Jewry at largé, and I, for 
one, will endeavour to place my thoughts before you on this burning question, and 
through you before thinking mankind. 

To my mind there are two essential causes that prevent the Jews having 
Palestine and restoring areal Judza. The first is the anti-Jewish virulence of the 
Press, the greatest force now spreading its bad influences over the earth. How to 
remedy this terrible defect has already racked the brains of many a thinking Jew. 
For two thousand years the Jew has been looking to the Gentile world for the 
restoration of his national rights, and particularly in this century to the English 
Press for “affectionate co-partnery of thought.” But what do we find? The 
Gentile world still declining justice to the Jew. Thus it is the anti-Semitic 
Press that prevents the Jews from coming‘ to their own, as it scatters 
about poisonous arrows of race hatred, so much so that even many of the most 
cultured men lose sight of the obligation under which they are to the ‘‘ People of 
the Book.” The second cause lies in our own camp. Inthe words of Georges 
Clémenceau, I will say :—Yes, yes, we are swimming in a sea of incoherence! 
We have men who busy themselves with “religious quackery"; we have weak- 
kneed men who, to show their superb patriotism, run away with Zionism, but alas, 
we have not the man with a quickening Jewish soul, who should fight now—amid 
all the miseries, struggles, and martyrdoms of the bulk of Jewry—for the rightful 
Jewish nationality to which, so far, the whole Christian world denied its name, 
organisation, and life. Ah, it is “the worm within that makes the building 
weak.” Still all the misfortunes and degradations of the Jewish nation have not 
diminished the strength of its moral character. Their very existence is a guarantee 
for their fitness and ultimate conquest. 


The present war is supposed to be fought for the preservation of the highest 
civilisation that Europe has yet attained. The bravery, self-sacrifice, and true 
\patriotism of the Jew to whichever country he may belong is now staring in the 
eyes of the world. But people have a short memory. The War will not last for 
ever, the good deeds of the Jew will soon be forgotten, and the “ Judenhetze ” 
will continue again its dastardly work. 


How long then will the tragedy of the Jew last? The time for action has 
come, The Jewish situation in the world is perplexing and distressing, and if the

Mentor’s” article in the JEWISH CHRONICLE of July 10th wasasome- 
what untruthful contemporary picture of Jewish history, and not at all a fair 
estimate of Herzl's character to which he essays to do reverence. 
come under my notice. 


Herzl did not present a rehash of tke Chovevi Zion, nor did the movement 
become that. In any estimate of his effert it must first of all be acknowledged— 
with such penitence as may suit the mood—that he was rejected by all Jews 
Saving the group of Nationalists who were associated with the Chovevi Zion. 
The Maccabeans declined to support him in 1896. Sir Samuel Montagu, Mr. 
Hermann Landau and Mr. Stuart Samuel all declined to lend a hand.. Dr. Adler 
responded with his famous “egregious blunder.” In all London there was only 

-one man who would so far scorch his fingers as to preside at a mass meeting in 
order to give Herzl a real public hearing. The other end of the story would be 
telling of how some of the great ones of the earth set out forcibly to upset Zionism 
and Herzl’s political efforts, and some time, when I feel in the mood, I will 
unnerve the staid complacency of “ Mentor” by telling all I know under this bead. 

Mentor” apparently likes a Herzl conceived in hisown image. Hence he 
thinks the masses of the Jews rejected the State idea, which is not true; they 
hungered for it, once they learnt of it, and so made the whole agitation possible. 
“Mentor” believes that Hebrew has a hold in Palestine because of its “over- 
mastering religious call upon the faith of the Jew,” which is not so, for the 
Hebraists are not religious, and the religious element has done the very least to 
make modern Hebrew possible.: 

In general, I want to protest against this cant of praising a man by saying that 
he was all right but he wasall wrong. No devil becomes a saint because he is 
dead. Herzl was of real blood and detested hypocrisy, and that is what this new 
worship of Herzl, with the charge of wrong-headedness, amounts to. 

This literary puling over the Jewish question is tiresome and boring, particu- 
larly in the Engfish Jewish Press, when one notices’ that the English Jews have 
fallen so rapidly from their high estate, and are as much the victims of prejudice 
as those in other countries. Excepting the Zionists, and Israel Zangwill—and, 
however I may differ from him, he represents an idea and an attitude—no one in 
England has done much other than moan during the last seventeen years. To 
include Theodor Herzl within that moan is the last robbery of our self-respect, and 
I feel like imitating the patriarch and requesting, “‘let not his name be mentioned 
in your assembly.” If “Mentor” has some real radical solution of the Jewish 
problem, one that is neither national nor assimilative, let him out. with it. The 
army of ‘‘ thumb twiddiers” would continue to twiddle their thumbs, but there 
would still be plenty of mentally active persons who would like to consider and 
study the new solution. | 

‘“Mentor ” cannot conceive that I have a grudge against a person I do not 
know ; he will therefore understand that there is no ill-will in this letter against 
him, but that I do protest with all my might against his class convention of 
praising and denying Herzl, because both the one and other have to do with the 
realities of Jewish life, with suffering and bitter travail. And we should not allow 


the spokesman of those who have increased the burden to go on his way 
unchallenged.

AUNTIE'S CHAT. 


Everybody seems to be talking about spies, and 
there are some foolish people who are inclined to regard 
everybody who seems to have a German-sounding name 
asa spy. Fortunately, no-one has so far looked upon 
me as a_secret agent of the German Government, and 
my nephews and nieces need have no fear of my being 
taken to the Tower and being shot on a chilly morning. 
That, I am sure, will give great satisfaction to my 


readers. I am always anxious, however, to be in the 
fashion, and I propose to talk to you to-day about 
spies.” 


The Twelve Spies. 


- There are two famous incidents described in the 
Bible, dealing with spies. Moses was not only a great 
teacher. He was also agreat general. The very march 
of the Israelites through the desert was a marvel of 
organisation, and the description of the distribution of 
the camp of the Israelites would be quite worthy of any 
modern military architect. The feeding of such a vast 
host would also be worthy of the most successful of 
modern quartermasters. Moses knew, too, that a 
successful military campaign must be based upon reliable 
information, and he, too, sent forward his scouts to 
“spy out the land.” The story of the twelve spies, 
whom Moses sent, has always seemed to me 6ne of the 
most interesting and instructive incidents recorded in 
the Bible. 

. Careful Instructions. 

The instructions which Moses gave to the spies were 
extremely comprehensive. ‘“‘And Moses sent them to 
spy out the land of Canaan, and said unto them, Get 
you up this way by the South, and go up into the moun 
tains; and see the land, what it is; and the people that 
dwelleth therein, whether they be strony or’ weak, 
whether they be few or many; and what the land is that 
they dwell in, whether it is good or bad; and what cities 
they be that they dwell in, whether in camps or in 
strongholds; and‘what the land is, whether it be fat or 
lean, whether there be wood therein or not. And be 
ye of good courage, and bring of the fruit of the land.” 
You will note that every point of military importance 
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was referred to by Moses, the strength of the enemy, 
the nature of the country, the character of their strong- 
holds, the fertility of the land and the presence of 
timber. The last words of Moses’ instructions are of 
special significance. He told the spies to “ bring of the 
fruit of the land.” Moses saw a long way ahead. If 
the people were to take possession of the land they would 
have to cultivate it, and he desired them to know what 


were the productions of the country which they would | 


be called upon to possess. je 
A Faithful Report. 


The spies were away forty days, and they faithfully 
carried out Moses’ instructions. They brought back 
the fruit of the land—grapes, pomegranates. and figs— 
and thev described the fencing of the cities, the distribu- 
tion of the population, the strength of the inhabitants. 
The main interest, however, of the report which the 
spies brought back is in the division of opinion between 
them as to the possibility of the army of the Israelites 
conquering the land. Ten of them declared, “We be 


not able to go up against the people, for they are. 


_strongerthan we.” Caleb and Joshua, however, assured 
Moses that the task was well within their powers. “Let 
us go up at once,” they said, “and possess it, for we. 
are well able to overcome it.” The people believed the 
evil report, and they cried to Moses, * Would God that 
we had died in the land. of Egypt! or would God we had 
died in this wilderness! And wherefore doth the Lord 
bring us unto this land, .to fall by the sword ? Our 
wives and our little ones shall. be a prey; were it not 
better for us to return into Egypt?” The people even 
suggested appointing a-leader and returning to Egypt. 
Caleb and Joshua endeavoured in vain to reassure the 
people. ‘‘ The land which we passed through to spy it 
out is an exceeding good land. If the Lord delight 
in us, then he will bring us into this land, and give it 
unto us: a land which floweth with milk and honey. 
Only rebel not against the Lord, neither fear ye the 
people of the land; for they are bread for us; their 


defence is removed from over them, and the Lord is 


with us: fear them not.” Still the congregation would 

not hear them and even wished to stone them with 

stones. The punishment of the people for their lack of 

faith fitted the crime. None of them were permitted to 

enter the ‘‘ promised land,” and only the faithful ones, 

Caleb and Joshua, entered into their possession. 
Joshua’s Spies. 

The lessons which Moses taught were not lost upon 
his successor, Joshua. He, too, when the campaign 
against the Canaanites was nearing its consummation, 
sent forward spies, and the Bible gives us an account of 
the efforts made by the King of Jericho to capture them. 


‘They were hidden by a Canaanite woman, whose life 


they afterwards saved. They made a treaty with her 
which was not a ‘scrap of paper,” and they faithfully 
carried out their undertaking. ‘“‘And she dwelt in the 


_ midst of Israel unto this day,” the Bible tells us. 
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we read the outpourings of the papers concerning spie$ 
we must always remember that they are a necessary evil 


in any military undertaking, and that this method of 


securing information was employed by our great leaders, 
Moses and Joshua. |
